There  was  prophetic  significance  to  the  little  gathering,  assemble*'"1, 
in  the  parlors  of  the  hospitable  home  of  Misses  E.  H.  and  A.  K.  Parsons 
twenty-six  years  ago.     There  was  faith  in  the  future  of  our  city.     TheW 
was    recognition    that,    beside    numbers    of    people,    the    young    giantess 
would  need  additional  cultural  centers.     People  seeking  new  homes  mus   , 
find  in  their  new  environment  congenial  points  of  contact,  to  stimulate 
their  future,  as  well  as  compensate  the  breaking  of  old  ties. 

Just  four  years  previous  to  this  time,  in  April,  1890,  there  waflS! 
organized  in  New  York  City,  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
whose  influence  was  rapidly  spreading.  This  non-political,  non-com]311 
mercial  organization  attracted  to  itself  groups  of  earnest-minded,  far11 
sighted  women  in  every  section  of  the  country.  So,  irrespective  of  loca  I 
conditions,  The  Ebell  of  Los  Angeles  was  born  at  a  propitious  time  e  I 
when  the  world  was  ripe  for  the  great  club  movement 

In  1897  Ebell  was  incorporated  and  joined  the  General  Federation 
The  Second  Article  of  Incorporation  reads:     "That  the  purpose  for  whicker 
it  is  formed  is  to  advance  in  all  lines  of  general  culture;    to   carry  or 
educational  and  philanthropic  work;     *     *     *     and  to  do  anything  in  thepit 
carrying  out  of  the  foregoing  purposes  that  a  natural  person  might  oi 
could  do."     The  term  of  the  "Incorporation  is  to  exist  fifty   (50)   years 
In  a  little  more  than  half  that  time,  what  has  Ebell  accomplished? 


What  more  natural  than  that  she  should  have  a  home  of  her  own' 
The  gradual  solution  of  this  problem  presents  an  interesting  record  o: 
club  sagacity  and  economics.  Her  financial  assets  are  in  excess  oj 
$100,000,  and  her  holdings  are  rapidly  increasing  in  value.  Her  member 
ship  places  her  in  the  front  rank  of  the  largest  clubs  in  the  Genera 
Federation.  She  aided  in  the  formation  of  the  California  Federation  oj 
Women's  Clubs  and  became  a  charter  member.  Thousands  of  womer 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  educational  and  cultural  opportunities 
offered  through  her  departments.  Many  of  her  members  have  held  posi 
tions  of  trust  and  honor  in  municipal,  state  and  national  bodies.  Hei 
philanthropies  have  been  many,  Rest  Cottage  being  a  permanent  memorial 
Her  activities  during  the  World  War  were  prodigious.  For  a  quarrel 
of  a  century  she  has  stood  for  the  highest  ideals  of  womanhood,  upon  e 
foundation  of  dignity  and  conservatism,  exemplifying  her  motto,  I  Serve

Under  the  nineteenth  amendment,  our  women  are  being  forced,  some 
them  gladly  and  some  of  them  reluctantly,  into  a  new  and  broader 
ric  consciousness;  and  one  of  the  avenues  opening  out  before  them, 
which  they  are  called  upon  to  exercise  their  citizenship,  is  that  of  Jury 
wice. 

Jury  service  is  the  highest  privilege  that  can  be  conferred  by  a  com- 
"Jmwealth   upon   its   citizens,    and   its    obligations    are    so   vital   and   far 
iching,  that  it  should  be  performed  only  by  men  and  women  of  sound 
Igment  and  integrity. 

Too  often  this  original  design  miscarries,  due,  not  to  any  failure  in 
i  system,  but  to  the  frail  human  element  by  which  it  is  administered. 

'We  believe  the  American  Constitution  to  be  the  ablest  and  wisest 
in  for  the  coordination  of  stability  and  freedom  that  has  ever  been 
med  by  the  sagacity  and  prevision  of  man";  and  one  of  the  outstand- 
■  features  of  our  Government,  that  renders  it  unique  on  this  earth,  is 
j  power  which  it  gives  to  its  courts. 

"In  our  American  Constitutional  doctrine,  the  courts  have  the  power 
overthrow  acts  of  Congress  and  Legislatures. 

"The    courts    of    no    other    country    have    that    power    nor    anything 
chle  it. 

"Individual  liberty  and  the  rights  of  the  minority  are  thus  protected 
m  pernicious  laws,  passed,  sometimes  in  the  heat  of  passion,  by  an 
orbited  majority.     It  is  the  corner  stone  of  American  Jurisprudence." 

In  addition  to  this,  the  machinery  of  our  local  courts  and  the  care 
;h  which  the  liberty  of  the  individual  as  well  as  the  safety  and  well- 
ng  of  the  people  are  safeguarded,  commands  the  admiration  and  pride 
those  of  us  who  have  been  called  upon  to  be  a  part  of  it;  and  from 
°jit  experience,  recently  gained,  we  send  forth  this  call  to  our  club 
men: 

Do  not  evade  this  great  privilege  when  it  comes  to  you.  You  will 
i  in  it  constructive  education,  a  heart  interest  that  is  vital  and  stimu- 
ing,  and  an  opportunity  for  public  service  of  a  definite  character  that 
1  compel  your  cordial  endorsement  and   support.

AMERICAN  WOMAN'S  CLUB

In  a  little  corner  in  a  big  foreign  city  is  the  only  cozy  little  home 
t  is  free  for  Americans  in  Europe,  and  the  very  name  extends  a  wel- 
le  to  all — the  American  Woman's  Club,  Paris. 

This  Club  is  the  continuation  of  the  war  relief  work  in  Europe 
ien  the  war  relief  workers  were  returning  to  America,  they  felt  the 


need  to  follow  up  their  activities.  Miss  Taylor  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  !l.  calle 
together  a  group  of  about  one  hundred  women  who  had  been  prominer 
in  war  relief  work. 

This  group  of  women  living  in  Europe,  either  connected  with  busines 
or  diplomatic  service,  understand  the  loneliness  of  our  people  better  tha 
we  at  home,  surrounded  by  our  native  tongue,  home  interests  an 
environments. 

The  Club  was  organized  in  March,  1921,  and  the  aims  of  the  Clu^d 
are  different  from  our  American  clubs  as  its  members  do  not  receii 
a  personal  benefit,  but  they  have  the  joy  of  personal  service  to  give  the 
countrymen  in  a  foreign  country.     The  ladies  were  fortunate  in  securirj 
as  the  Directress,  Miss  Jean  Forbes,  who  has  lived  in  Paris  for- ten  yearj^ 

Miss  Florence  Crichton,  head  of  the  free  Information  Bureau,  repor 
for  the  first  four  months  of  the  Club  to  July  1st,  that  2000  to  2250  ha^y 
used  the  Service  Bureau  of  the  Woman's  Club;  500  people  have  bee 
supplied  with  living  quarters;  particular  attention  has  been  given  tl 
young  boy  or  girl  with  only  limited  means;  and  pensions,  private  famili<fcie 
and  small  hotels  who  take  travelers  or  students,  have  been  thorough 
investigated  before  being  recommended.  In  March  they  had  200  roon 
on  their  list  and  now  have  over  1000  rooms  on  their  list. 

In  their  files  they  have  a  list  of  certified  doctors,  surgeons,  dentist 
and  osteopaths.    They  keep  a  bulletin  board  of  apartments  to  rent.     Th( 
have  on  file  all  art  exhibitions,  private  galleries,  concerts  and  entertai^ 
ments,    schools    of   all    descriptions,    art,    music,    day    schools,    boardiifs 
schools,  riding  schools,  all  investigated  by  club  members.

When  these  boys  have  their  vacation,  they 
ppend  it  in  Paris,  where  they  can  go  to  the  American  Woman's  Club 
or  rooms  and  where  they  will  find  all  the  American  newspapers  and 
nagazines  telling  them  of  news  in  their  country.  As  one  soldier  boy 
said,  "Just  to  sit  around  here  and  hear  you  ladies  talk  American 
English!"  Two  American  soldiers  looked  into  the  garden  and  terrace

The    Los    Angeles    Chapter    American    Red    Cross    is    functioning    s 
quietly  that  the  average   member  is  likely  to  be  totally  unaware   of   tMpj 
magnitude  of  the  work  being   carried  on  for   returned  service   men   an 
their  families  here  in  Los  Angeles.  T 

We  hear  so  much  of  the  need  and  so  little  of  what  is  being  done  t k 
meet    that    need    that    the    following    facts    and    figures    taken    from    th 
Annual.  Report   of  July    1  st,    1921,    should  prove   reassuring. 

At  Red  Cross  Headquarters  will  be  found  the  Departments  of  Horn 
Service,  Civilian  Relief,  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Replacement  Bureat 
Information,    Nursing,   Supplies   and  Production,    and   the  business   office 


Taking    the    month    of    June    as    an    example, 245    men    discharge 

from  service,  came  for  financial  help  to  tide  them  over  until  they  coul 
get  work,  or  their  Government  allowance  came  from  Washington,  o 
their  pay  from  the  Federal  Board  of  Vocational  Training.  Some  neede^' 
legal  advice;  some  medical  care;  some  needed  clothing  and  shoes. 
after  due  investigation  as  to  the  truth  and  worthiness  of  their  claims 
money  and  help  were  forthcoming.  Help  was  furnished  also  to  1 0, 
soldiers'   families   during  June   alone. 

During  June,  $16,736.00  was  loaned  or  given  outright,  and  we  ar 
happy  to  note  that  $7,931.00  was  repaid  by  grateful  men  who  had  beei 
helped  in  the  past. 

The  appeal  of  the  Hoover  European  Relief  was  met  with  a  cast 
donation  of  $2000.00,  and  an  organized  collection  of  children's  clothing

The  needs  of  L.  A.  children  are  not  overlooked,  local  cases  beinj 
given   first   and   immediate   attention.

*THE  FUTURE  ART  OF  LOS  ANGELES 

If  my  vision  is  clear,  if  my  judgment  is  sound,  if  I  know  what 
I  am  talking  about,  Los  Angeles  will  have  one  of  the  great  historic 
art  periods  flower  in  her  midst.

The  Orient 
with  her  treasures  of  ancient  culture  comes  nearer  to  these  shores 
every  year.  South  America  and  Mexico  are  our  neighbors  and  the 
touch  with  these  people  will  liberate  us  from  European  influence 
and  bring  forth  something  richer  and  finer  than  any  western  civiliza- 
tion has  ever  produced  in  art.  How  it  will  come  I  do  not  know,  I 
only  do  know  that  I  have  personally  found  a  new  zest  and  interest 
in  my  art  since  coming  here.  I  love  this  place,  I  am  happy  and 
grateful  for  its  kindliness,  its  hospitality.  More  than  for  any  other 
reason,  this  fact  that  in  my  heart  wells  forth  a  warm  flood  of  gratitude 
to  the  people  in  this  place  for  the  open  arms  they  have  extended  me, 
do  I  know  that  Los  Angeles  will  have  a  great  art.  To  others  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  will  the  same  spirit  be  shown  as  has  been  shown 
me,   and  through  the  years   there  will   grow  a   great   and   strong   art.

A  TREAT  FOR  ART  LOVERS 

To  bring  to  Los  Angeles  the  Agnes  Burrell  Nation  Art  Col- 
lection of  Reproductions  of  Old  Italian  Masters,  which  will  be 
exhibited  at  Exposition  Park  Museum  in  January,  is  a  distinct  triumph. 
It  is  a  stepping  stone  toward  making  Los  Angeles  an  art  center. 
The  cost  of  transportation,  lack  of  facilities  for  exhibiting,  and  the 
air  of  apathy  with  which  the  city  as  a  whole  have  regarded  such 
enterprises,  have  made  it  impossible  for  the  art  lovers  of  Los  Angeles 
to  see  many  of  the   fine  collections  that  Eastern   cities  have  enjoyed. 

It  remained  for  Ebell's  Art  Exhibit  Chairman,  Mrs.  William  H. 
MlLLSPAUGH  to  inaugurate  the  campaign  which  has  been  consummated 
by  bringing"  this  fine  collection  to  our  city. 

Mrs.  Agnes  Burrell  Nation,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  Italy  for 
the  past  fifteen  years,  has  brought  to  America  a  wonderful  collec- 
tion of  very  fine  copies  of  pictures  by  Italian  artists;  the  cream  of 
the  art  world  as  represented  in   Italian   galleries. 

Mrs.  Nation  says:  "During  my  residence  in  Italy,  my  attention 
was  frequently  drawn  to  the  difficulty  and  great  disadvantage  under 
which  many  of  our  countrymen  found  themselves  while  there.  Their 
limitation  of  time,  prohibited  study  of  the  great  and  wonderful  mas- 
terpieces for  which  Italy  has  been  for  many  centuries  famous. 
Realizing  how  every  one,  and  especially  art  students,  are  interested 
in  becoming  familiar  with  these  great  works  of  art,  I  became  inter- 
ested and  very  anxious  to  help  them.  While  many  representative 
Italian  paintings  have  come  to  America,  the  majority  remain  in  the 
churches  and  galleries  of  Italy;  now  that  the  government  of  Italy 
has  made  impossible  the  further  purchase  of  pictures  it  seemed  more 
important  than  ever  to  form  a  collection  of  fac-simile  replicas  which 
would  prove  not  only  interesting  from  an  artistic  point  of  view  but 
also   most   instructivev 

In  forming  this  collection  it  has  been  my  idea  to  arrange  and 
keep  it  as  a  thing  complete;  naturally  finding  it  an  impossibility  to 
have  reproduced  more  than  a  limited  number  of  the  originals,  I  have 
chosen  with  great  care  from  the  different  schools  and  periods  those 
of  greater  interest,  beginning  with  the  early  primitives  and  showing 
as  much  as  possible  the  growth  and  evolution  of  Italian  art." 


Elihu  Vedder  says:  "This  collection  of  Mrs.  Nation's  must 
ove  not  only  of  great  pleasure  to  those  who  have  not  seen  the 
iginals,  but  also  of  real  benefit,  as  an  instructive  object  lesson  to 
ose  who  have  not  had  that  privilege.  Copies  by  the  best  artists 
ailable,  carefully  supervised  as  these  have  been,  cannot  but  prove 
tisfactory,  for  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  if  substituted  for 
e    originals,    it   would    require    an    expert   to    detect   the    difference." 


Last  winter  Miss  Ethel  Richardson  of  the  State  Immigration 
ffice  appeared  before  Ebell's  Executive  Committee  asking  endorse- 
ent  and  support  of  a  bill  then  before  the  State  Legislature,  to  pro- 
de  school  facilities  for  the  children  of  a  large  floating  population 
foreign  laborers.

The  bill  carrying  an  appropriation  of 
0,000  for  two  years  would  allow  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
istruction  to  provide  skilled  women  teachers  by  the  year,  who  would 
How  these  families  from  one  agricultural  district  to  another,  always 
aking  each  part  of  her  instruction  a  vehicle  for  English.  Through 
Le  concerted  effort  of  all  the  California  Club  women,  this  bill  passed 
e    Legislature.       Miss    Margaret    Shea    was    appointed    by    Prof.    Will 

Wood  as  the  first  teacher  and  the  following  article  is  the  story  of 
le   opening  of  the  Migratory  School: 

*The  Migratory  School 

The  school  for  migratory  children  was  opened  at  Saticoy,.  Ven- 
ira  County,   September  21,    1921. 

This  school  was  made  possible  by  an  act  of  the  last  Legislature 
roviding  for  a  teacher  or  teachers  and  necessary  equipment  for 
ich  a  school.  It  is  not  necessary  to  mention  the  bill  in  detail  as  the 
bell  Club   members  are  its  godmother  and  mine. 

Miss  Carden,  the  State  Attendance  Officer,  visited  different  parts 
f  Ventura  County  where  large  walnut  growers  were  employing  many 
ickers.  She  found  a  great  number  of  children  without  school  privi- 
:ges  at  Saticoy.  The  Sunday  School  room  of  the  Congregational 
Ihurch  was  secured  to  be  used  as  a  school  room.  The  room  pre- 
;nted  many  advantages  with  its  numerous  tables  and  chairs  and 
s   adjoining    kitchen    and    running    water. 

Mrs.  Reynolds,  County  Superintendent,  kindly  loaned  a  few 
ecessary  supplies  for  the  opening  days.      All  materials  together  with 


the   state   textbooks   are   furnished   by    the    state.      Such    supplies   wi  ®]C 
be  shipped  from  place  to  place  in  boxes  of  uniform  size.      The  box*0'1 
are  well   constructed   and   may   serve    many   purposes   throughout   th 
year,  perhaps  for  cupboards  or  desks  should  such  necessary  commc 
dities  be   found  lacking. 

The  enrollment  on  the  opening  day  was  thirty-five  and  ha 
increased  to  seventy-two.  The  children  have  been  retarded  an 
many  have  not  been  in  school  at  all.  Many  children  from  twelve  t 
fourteen  are  in  the  first  and  second  grades  and  there  are  others  c 
the  same  ages  who  have  not  been  in  school  at  all. 

The  situation  presents  profound  and  appalling  problems.  Th 
children  are  all  Mexicans  and  from  many  different  parts  of  the  state 
the  greater  percentage  are  from  Santa  Paula,  Ventura  County.  Al 
though  many  claim  a  permanent  address,  upon  close  questioning 
we  find  their  addresses  more  numerous  than  a  wealthy  American  wit) 
homes  in  many  climes. 

Mrs.  Reynolds,  the  County  Superintendent,  has  supplied  ai 
assistant  teacher  and  has  been  most  generous  and  helpful.  Thi 
same  kindly  cooperative  spirit  has  been  shown  by  the  Saticoy  Boart 
of  Trustees  and  the  Saticoy  community  in  general.

"My  Home  I  Give  to  You:     The  Best  I  Have" 
This  is  the  inscription  upon  a  stone  panel  over  a  massive  brick 
mantel  in  what  was  once  the  library  of  the  home  of  William  Reynoldi 
and   Virginia    Hammond   Fleming,    who    were    people    of    culture    and 
wealth. 

Mrs.  Fleming  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Woman's  Civic 
Club  of  Harrisburg.  Having  long  been  an  honored  resident  of  Harris- 
burg,  devoted  to  its  interests,  she  had  great  faith  in  what  the  Woman's 
Civic  Club  could  do  for  the  advancement  of  those  interests.  Mri 
Fleming  died  first,  and  she  followed  ere  long,  though  neither  was 
elderly.  They  had  no  children,  so,  having  talked  it  over  with  her 
husband  before  he  "slippit  awa,"  she  bequeathed  her  wonderful 
home  to  her  beloved  Sisters  in  the  Spirit  of  World  Betterment.  And 
they  have  been  loyally  true  to  the  trust.  They  are  as  splendid  a 
group  of  women  as  one  could  imagine,  and  one  feels,  when  in  theii* 


I  nidst,  that  truly  the  spirit  of  Virginia  Hammond  Fleming  is  a  source 
se  )f  inspiration  and  uplift. 

With  its  imposing  entrance  door  opening  on  Front  Street,  the 
nu  valled-in  gardens  of  this  beautiful  home  are  terraced  until  they 
Jangle  their  flower  decked  toes  in  the  quiet  waters  of  that  loveliest  of 
da  ivers — the  Susquehanna. 

The  house,  designed  for  its  imposing  setting,  has  a  first  story 
t(af    dark    red   sandstone,    the    two    upper   of   English    half    timber.       In 

0  2very  particular  the  workmanship  and  material  are  of  the  very  best. 
i  The   lower   floor,    which   still   retains   its   hominess,    is   used   for   social 

I  purposes,  committee  meetings,  etc.      On  the  second  floor  three  rooms 

1  have  been  thrown  into  one_for  an  auditorium,  with  a  seating  capacity 
\J  of  between   two  and  three  hundred,   so,   as  they   have   now  about  six 

hundred  members,  they  have  already  practically  outgrown  their 
auditorium,  although  I  think  there  are  more  rooms  that  could  be 
thrown  into  it,  to  add  to  its  spaciousness.  My  daughter  is  a  member, 
and  I  am  made  most  welcome  when  I  can  go. 

Last  winter  I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  when  Elsie 
Singmaster  honored  the  club  with  her  presence,  and  heard  her  read, 
very  charmingly,  a  delightful  original  story.  She  is  a  native  of 
"these  parts,"  you  know,  and  has  given  her  talents  to  the  delineation 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch  characteristics  and  peculiarities.  She  has 
a  married  name,  but  the  people  about  here  affectionately  call  her 
"Elsie,"  and  are  devoted  to  her  father  who  is  a  Lutheran  minister, 
now  Dean  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  with  which 
he  has  been  associated  for  seventeen  years. 

Another  time  I  attended  a  most  charming  "Tea,"  given  for  the 
benefit  of  the  starving  Chinese,  when  two  distinguished  Chinese  gentle- 
men were  present,  and  pretty  girls  in  Chinese  costumes  served  refresh- 
ments. The  gardens  were  gay  with  Iris,  lanterns  and  umbrellas; 
the  sun  shone,  and  the  sparkling  river  murmured  by. 

But  the  last  time  I  was  there  was  the  most  interesting.  It  was 
the  opening  meeting  of  the  year,  and  I  heard  the  reports  of  the 
various  heads  of  committees,  and  so  could  get  an  idea  of  what  a 
really  big  work  the  club  is  doing.  I  should  say  it  has  a  finger  in 
almost  every  pie  that  is  baked  for  the  betterment  of  Harrisburg. 

But  the  real  event  of  the  afternoon  was  a  talk  by  Mrs.  Charles 
Tiffany  of  New  York,  though  originally  from  this  part  of  Pennsylvania. 
She  is  very  interesting  personally,  has  lots  of  vim  and  straightfor- 
wardness, and  drives  her  point  straight  home.  Her  plea  was  that 
women  not  only  vote  in  the  primaries,  but  that  they  get  on  commit- 
tees and   see   that  the   right  man   or  woman   becomes   a   candidate. 

She  told  how  difficult  this  was  in  her  county  in  New  York — she 


lives  on  Long  Island.      How  the  men  pretend  to  welcome  the  women 
as    workers,    make    low    bows    and    fine    speeches    to    them,    wait    until 
they  are  gone  and  then  transact  business  to  suit  themselves.      I  could  :  = 
hardly  wait  until  v/e  were   dismissed  to   tell  her  that  wasn't  the  way 

with    our    California    men that    they    had    always   been    lovely    to    us. 

I    felt    so    superior    because    I    had    been    voting    so    much    longer    than   +1 
she  had.      She  acknowledged  that  she  knew  that  what  I  said  was  true 
about   the    Western    men. 

In    thinking    it    over    I    wondered    if    it   v/as    because    the    Western 
men  are  more   chivalric,    or   the   Western   women   more  tactful? 
The    motto    of    the    Woman's    Civic    Club    of    Harrisburg    is: 
"For    the   wrong    that   needs    resistance, 

For   the    right   that   needs   assistance, 

For  the  future  in  the  distance, 

And  the   good  we  all  can   do."

While  in  Brittany  on  a  short  leave,  I  met  a  teacher  from  one 
of  the  Los  Angeles  schools,  Mrs.  N.  E.  McGiff,  from  the  Sentous 
Junior  High  School.  Through  her  as  well  as  from  many  of  my 
friends  I  heard  again  of.  the  100  per  cent  Junior  Red  Cross  member- 
ship for  which  the  Los  Angeles  schools  are  famous.  You  can  have 
no  idea  of  the  effect  this  has  upon  American  Red  Cross  workers  in 
Europe.  Here  we  see  so  much  suffering,  so  many  horrifying  results 
of  nations'  enmity  one  for  the  other,  that  we  grow  in  appreciation  of 
that  quality  of  youth  in  the  people  of  America  which  gives  them  a 
certain  appreciation  for  the  troubles  of  others,  and  an  active  desire 
to    be    of    help.       Therefore    I    am    twice    proud    of    the    membership

*A  SEMI-CLOSE-UP  OF  THE  DISARMAMENT  CONFERENCE 

"Serene  I  fold  my  hands  and  wait,"  sang  good  John  Burroughs, 
but  that  was  not  in  Washington  in  November  of  the  Year  of  our  Lore 
1921.  He  might  have  waited,  as  I  am  doing,  for  admission  to  the  Dis- 
armament Conference,  for  I  do  not  believe  so  distinguished  a  man  at 
he  possesses  "the  open  sesame"  to  those  guarded  doors,  but  I  do  no 
believe  he  would  have  been  serene  about  it,  nor  would  his  hands  have 
been   folded. 

As    for    myself    I    intend   leaving   no    stone    unturned    short    of    havinj 
General  Pershing  court-martialed,  or  picketing  the  White  House! 

Isn't  it  fine  that  women  of  the   country — the  D.   A.   R.   could   offe 
them    the    most    dignified    meeting   place — Continental    Hall!       The    very 
air    seems    vibrant    with    the    things    that    are    happening.       Never    has 
Washington  been  more  filled  with  visitors,  and  it  seems  to  me  everybody 
walks   with   a    springing   step,   as   if    optimism   were    in   the   air.       It   is 
great  privilege  to  be   in  our  National   Capitol!      Just  to  be   able  to   lool 
at  the  wonderful  buildings  and  memorials  makes  one's  breath   quicken 

Armistice  Day  was  -wonderful — how  could  it  be  otherwise  with  the 
world's  two  greatest  Generals  standing  side  by  side,  honoring  our  soldie 
dead!  Foch  and  Pershing!  No  names  better  beloved  today  in  all  th« 
world.  I  think  of  all  the  beautiful  things  that  have  been  done  foi 
Marshal  Foch,  the  most  beautiful  so  far,  was  when  Foch  was  presented 
with  a  medal  by  the  school  children  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
the  pledge  of  $250,000  from  the  school  children  of  America,  to  establish 
two  schools  in  France,  one  to  be  called  La  Fayette,  and  the  other  Foch- 
Pershing.  The  ceremony  was  very  beautiful,  and  the  great  French 
soldier  was   deeply   touched. 

I  was  present  on  Wednesday  when  the  Senate  went  into  executive 
session  preparatory  to  adjournment  until  December  fifth,  and  got  over 
to  the  House  in  time  to  see  them  adjourn.  They  were  for  all  the  world 
like  a  room  full  of  school  boys,  except  that  a  teacher  would  have 
insisted  upon  their   going  out  in  a  more   orderly  fashion. 

Socially,  Washington  is  unusually  brilliant.  Ambassador  and  Lady 
Geddes  received  at  the  British  Legation  the  other  night — a  most  brilliant 
affair — with  more  diamond  tiaras  than  have  ever  been  seen  in  Wash- 
ington before.  The  red  coated  British  soldiers  gave  a  dash  of  color 
hardly  less  fetching  than  the  tiaras  and  marvelous  gowns  of  the  foreign 
ladies — quite    courtly    and    distingue. 

The  next  night  the  District  entertained  for  the  distinguished  visitors, 
and  4,500  invitations  were  issued.  This  time  the  Commissioners  and 
their  wives  received.      I  believe  there  is  a  woman  Commissioner. 

Having  now  lived  for  a  year  where  I  could  "keep  an  eye  on" 
President  Harding,  my  most  vivid  impression  of  him  is  that  he  is  a  man 
of  extraordinary  tact,  and  he  is  radiating  a  spirit  of  optimism,  which 
as  time  goes  on,  will  do  much  for  the  healing  of  the  wounds  of  war. 


In  thinking  of  the  conference,  there  comes  to  my  mind  irresistibly, 
Longfellow's  poem: 

"Sail   on,    oh   Ship   of  State! 
Sail   on,   oh  Union    (of  nations) 
Strong  and  great. 

"Humanity   with   all   its   fears, 
With   all   the   hopes   of   future   years, 
Is  hanging  breathless  on  thy  fate!"

REPORT  OF  SAVE  THE  REDWOODS  LEAGUE 

An  interesting  report  of  the  Save  the  Redwoods  League  annual 
council  meeting  has  recently  come  to  our  President,  Mrs.  Toll,  who  is 
one  of  the  Councillors  of  the  League.  President  John  C.  Merriam 
briefly  outlined  the  present  position  of  the  Save  the  Redwoods  move- 
ment. He  spoke  of  the  fact  that  the  program  of  the  League  had  been 
outlined  two  years  ago  and  it  had  proceeded  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  then  laid  out.  Dr.  Merriam  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  League 
was  well  in  advance  of  its  program.  The  first  aim  was  to  secure  an 
adequate  membership  and  sufficient  contributions  to  carry  on  the  organ- 
ization work;  then  to  gain  the  support  of  the  counties  of  the  State  of 
California  interested;  and  ultimately  of  the  nation.  All  of  these  pur- 
poses had  been  met  satisfactorily,  according  to  Dr.  Merriam;  the  move- 
ment for  a  national  park  being  necessarily  slower  and  being  well  on  its 
way  thru  the  securing  of  a  survey  and  recommendation  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior. 

The  most  important  thing  before  the  League,  Dr.  Merriam  stated, 
was  to  follow  thru  the  movement  initiated  by  the  American  Legion,  to 
establish  a  memorial  grove  in  commemoration  of  the  Californians  who 
fell  in  the  World  War.  This  would  necessitate  the  bringing  together  of 
various  organizations  of  the  state  and  securing  contributions  from 
California  citizens. 

It  was  reported  that  Mr.  William  Kent,  Trustee,  had  transferred 
to  the  League  the  funds  donated  by  Mrs.  James  Hobart  Moore  for  the 
purchase  of  Redwoods,  now  amounting  to  $13,371.34  and  that  this 
money  would  be  held  subject  to  the  signature  of  Treasurer  Sproul  and 
Councillor  J.  C.  Sperry  to  be  applied  on  the  purchase  of  the  Tiffany- 
Quinlan  grove  at  Phillipsville,  if  negotiations  to  purchase  this  grove 
for  $16,000.00  could  be  completed.  The  balance  of  the  money  to  make 
this  purchase  has  been  promised  by  Councillor  E.  E.  Ayer  of  Chicago. 
The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  League  were  given  full  power  to  act  in 
the  purchase  of  the  Tiffany-Quinlan  grove.  It  was  reported  that  Miss 
Helen    Quinlan,    owner    of   a   half   interest   in    this    grove,    had   placed   in 


escrow  a  deed  to  the  League  at  a  price  of  $8,000.00  for  her  interest; 
and  that  Mr.  Tiffany,  owner  of  the  other  half  interest,  was  now  beinj 
dealt  with. 

The  purchase,  at  a  cost  of  $2,500.00,  of  forty  acres  of  Redwood] 
timber  adjoining  Boiling  Memorial  Grove  in  order  to  stop  cutting  on] 
this  land  and  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  Boiling  Grove  was  reported  to] 
the  meeting.      It  is  planned  to  deed  this  property  to  the  state. 

Boiling  Grove,  about  45  miles  from  Eureka,  California,  which  was 
dedicated  last  August,  was  deeded  to  the  Save  the  Redwoods  League 
by  Dr.  John  C.  Phillips  of  Wenham,  Massachusetts,  for  the  perpetual 
enjoyment  of  the  public,  as  a  memorial  to  his  brother-in-law,  Raynal  C. 

Boiling — Lawyer,    Patriot,    Soldier killed   in   action   during   the   German 

offensive     near    Amiens,     March,     1918 the     first    American     officer     of 

high   rank   to   fall   in   the   World  War. 

At  the  dedication  services,  Councillor  Madison  Grant  of  New  York 
said,  "The  men  who  fell  in  the  World  War  gave  their  lives  for  theii 
country,  for  the  inheritance  that  God  gave  us  of  forest  and  field,  ol 
river  and  stream,  of  mountain  and  plain.  They  did  not  give  their  lives 
for  a  field  of  blackened  stumps.  Let  us  dedicate  ourselves  in  memory 
to  keep  and  preserve  a  country  worth  fighting  for." 

In  connection  with  this  report,  it  will  be  of  interest  to  us  all,  to 
know  that  there  is  a  bill  now  before  Congress,  known  as  the  Snell  bill, 
which  is  designed  to  put  all  of  the  forest  land  in  the  United  States, 
whether  owned  by  the  state,  nation  or  private  individuals  in  a  condi- 
tion of  maximum  productivity.  This  bill  is  receiving  the  support  of 
the  American  Forestry  Association,  experts  of  the  Forest  Service,  as 
well  as  the  great  wood-using  industries.  The  bill  would  provide  Federal 
co-operation  with  the  States  in  protecting  their  forests.  "The  national 
forests  in  the  West  are  the  playgrounds  of  the  people.  In  the  East  all 
of  the  finest  camping,  fishing  and  hunting  ground  is  privately  owned. 
In  the  West  by  reason  of  the  national  forests  a  poor  man  can  have  a 
summer  home  in  the  best  mountain  country  in  the  world." 

INTERESTING  FEATURES  OF  HAWAIIAN  CLUB  LIFE 

Immediately  upon  our  arrival  in  Honolulu  the  delegates  to  the 
Press  Congress  of  the  World  were  whisked  away  for  a  five  days'  jaunt 
around  the  islands.  Our  first  stop  was  at  Hilo,  on  the  island  of  Hawaii, 
where  we  were  royally  entertained.  At  the  banquet  given  by  the  Hilo 
Yacht  Club  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  the  guest  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  Bennett  and,  as  Mrs.  Bennett  is  the  president  of  the  Hilo  Woman's 
Club,  I  at  once  interviewed  her  regarding  her  club.  It  was  organized 
in  January,  1921,  and  she  is  its  first  president.  It  already  has  ninety-five 
members,  and  is  rapidly  growing.  It  concerns  itself  with  civics,  outdoor 
work  and  settlement  work.  Meetings  are  held  once  a  month,  at  which 
reports  of  committees  are  read,   and  a  program  is  provided.      A   recent 


>rogram  was  given  over  to  the  history  of  Hawaii,  which  must  have 
been  interesting,  for  I  found  the  history  of  the  islands  the  most  fasci- 
lating  feature  of  their  wonder  and  attractiveness. 

The  most  important  club  in  Honolulu  is  the  Outdoor  Circle.  It 
has  over  six  hundred  members.  Once  a  year,  in  October,  it  gives  a 
luncheon,  at  which  members  pay  their  dues  of  one  dollar  for  the  year, 
and  visitors  to  the  islands  are  invited  to  attend  and  also  join.  Many 
famous  people  who  have  been  in  Honolulu  have  paid  their  dollar  apiece 
and  became  members  of  the  Outdoor  Circle.  Its  name  explains  its 
mission,  the  beautifying  of  the  outdoors  in  Honolulu.  An  executive 
officer  and  two  tree  trimmers  are  made  salaried  people  by  the  club,  and 
the  result  is  a  delightful  uniformity  and  trigness  along  all  the  streets 
as  far  as  trees  and  hedges  are  concerned.  The  hibiscus,  which  is  the 
state  flower,  and  also  adopted  by  many  clubs  as  club  flower,  is  exten- 
sively planted  by  the  Outdoor  Circle.  I  was  told  that  over  five  thousand 
varieties  of  hibiscus  existed  on  the  islands.  I  didn't  have  time  to  count, 
but  there  certainly  were  enough  varieties  to  make  a  dazzling  display 
everywhere  and  at  every  social  occasion.  On  Kalakaua  Avenue,  the 
broad  boulevarde  leading  to  Waikiki  Beach,  the  Outdoor  Circle  has 
planted  over  two  thousand  cocoa  palms,  hibiscus  and  oleanders.  The 
result  is  an  exquisite  drive  between  brilliant  lines  of  beauty.  The  Out- 
door Circle  expends  several  thousand  dollars  a  year  in  beautifying  the 
city,  and  this  money  is  raised  by  entertainments  given  by  the  Circle. 
All  of  the  work  of  the  Circle  is  splendidly  organized.  For  instance, 
certain  committees  have  certain  streets  to  which  they  give  attention. 
These  committees  visit  the  property  owners  and  suggest  improvements 
and  cooperation,  which  is  always  given.  The  result  is  that  most  of 
Honolulu  is  like  a  beautifully  maintained  park.  The  verve  with  which 
the  members  of  the  Outdoor  Circle  work  was  certainly  inspiring.  The 
Circle  is  now  fighting  bill  boards  and  expects  to  get  them  banished 
before  another  year  rolls  round.  To  a  visitor  so  few  bill  boards  were 
in  evidence  that  they  did  not  distract  from  the  general  beauty  of  the 
streets. 

Altogether,  club  life  in  Hawaii  is  well  organized,  active  in  many 
directions,  and  the  women  are  sparkling  with  intellectual  ability.  Added 
to  these  more  serious  pursuits,  everyone  in  Honolulu  dances,  young 
and  old,  and  I  attribute  much  of  the  vivacity  and  youthful  enthusiasm 
of  its  women  to  this  healthful  and  happy  recreation.  I  recommend  it 
to  our  own  more  serious  and  staid  club  members,  who  are  in  danger  of 
becoming   "club  bound"  with  too   much  detail  work  and  routine.

WAYS  AND  MEANS 

That  Ebell  needs  a  new  Club  House  is  conceded  by  all  our  mem- 
bers.     To    undertake    such   a   building   must   mean    financial   obligations. 

November  10th,  1919,  we  purchased  the  lot  on  the  corner,  adjoining 
our  Club  House.  To  pay  for  this  property  we  assumed  an  indebtedness 
of  $50,000  at  the  bank. 

Many  club  members  loaned  (without  interest)  sums  of  $100.00  or 
more  for  a  period  of  three  years;  these  sums  aggregated  $14,650.00. 
There  is  still  due  the  bank  $7,000.00,  which  means  that  in  a  little  more 
than  two  years,  we  have  wiped  out  an  indebtedness  of  $28,350.00.  Of 
this  sum  only  $1,550.00  has  been  given  the  club;  the  remaining  $26,- 
800.00,  the  Board  of  Directors  by  careful  management  has  saved  from 
our  income,  and  applied  on  the  debt. 

The  bank  advises  us  that  we  shall  be  able  to  finance  the  building 
of  a  new  Club  House  more  advantageously  if  our  present  property  is 
free   from   debt. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  is  therefore  inaugurating  a  cam- 
paign to  secure  a  fund  to  efface  this  debt.  Each  club  member  (who 
has  not  advanced  money  to  pay  on  the  lot)  is  to  be  asked  to  contribute 
the  sum  of  $10.00  toward  the  lot  debt.

All  our  members  are  invited 
to  assist  in  making  the  debut  of  this  youngest  member  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Art  World  an  unqualified  success.  We  know  it  has  a  civic 
purpose  and  mission. 

REPORT  OF  EBELL'S  RED  CROSS  CHAIRMAN 

The  Fifth  Annual  Roll  Call  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  and  the 
indifference  of  the  general  public  to  the  needs  of  ex-service  men  in  Los 
Angeles,  is  reflected  in  the  small  number  of  memberships,  about  38,000, 
is  a  great  disappointment  to  those  of  us  who  know  the  need  and  who 
worked  so   hard  during  the   drive. 

As  an  organiation,  Ebell  stands  at  the  head  of  the  list  for  subscrip- 
tions from  its  own  members,  having  about  1,000,  besides  the  150  devoted 
Ebell  women  who  gave  time  and  strength  as  well  as  money,  as  workers 
at  the  down  town  stations,  an  unpleasant  duty  made  endurable  only  by 
a  keen  sense  of  responsibility  for  and  interest  in  the  great  work  of  the 
Red  Cross. 

The  Ebell  Committee  manned  ten  down  town  stations,  including 
the  Membership  desk  at  Headquarters,  where  your  Chairman  was  on 
duty  every  day  from  November  9th  to  November  22nd,  ably  assisted  by 
Mrs.  S.  M.  Browne,  Miss  Ellen  Andrews,  Mrs.  Hot  Johnson,  Miss  Laura 
Paxton,    and    others    for   briefer    periods. 

Mrs.  Hot  Johnson,  the  indefatigable  Chairman  of  the  Club  House 
Committee,  had  charge  of  all  memberships  received  by  mail  or  in 
person  at  the  Club  House;  from  two  to  six  of  her  committee  women 
being  on   duty  at  all  times. 

The  generous  response  of  our  members  was  largely  due  to  the 
careful  work  of  the  Telephone  Committee  under  Mrs.  O.  O.  Witherbee, 
whose  telephoned  reminder  reached  every  member  possible  and  who 
report    courteous   responses   from   all. 

The  chairmen  having  charge  of  down  town  stations  were  most 
faithful  and  efficient,  seeing  to  it  that  their  places  were  filled  each  day 
and   the   schedule   in   at  headquarters.

The  names  of  all 
these  splendid  women  should  be  recorded  here,  did  space  permit,  and 
the  Chairman  voices  the  feeling  of  the  Club  as  a  whole,  I  am  sure, 
when  she  extends  her  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  the  unselfish  | 
women  who  worked  on  our  committees,  through  whose  efforts  the  sum 
of  $5000.00  was  secured  for  the  Red  Cross. 

Your  Chairman  was  also  able  to  secure  the  cooperation  and  or- 
ganization for  Red  Cross  work  of  the  County  and  City  officers,  the 
Board  of  Public  Service,  the  Church  Federation  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
and  various  smaller  offices,  all  of  these  being  indirectly  credited  to  Ebell. 

At  the  Directors'  meeting  of  the  L.  A.  Chapter  on  Tuesday, 
November  29,  it  -was  voted  to  continue  the  work  as  at  present  so  long 
as  funds  will  permit,  or  approximately  five  months,  it  is  estimated,  and 
then  reluctantly  to  close  its  doors  to  the  needy  ex-service  man,  hoping 
some  other  agency  will  carry  on. 

Los  Angeles  has  failed  to  measure  up  to  her  opportunity  and 
responsibility.

NEW  CLUB  HOUSES 

It  is  in  the  air!  It  is  as  contagious  as  spring  fever!  The  pros- 
pective number  of  new  club  houses  is  legion  ;therefore  Ebell  is  follow- 
ing the  fashion   of  the  hour,  when  she  talks  of  a  new  club  house. 

Last  summer,  the  President  casually  said,  "I  should  like  to  see  a 
display  of  pictures  of  club  houses  from  all  over  the  United  States,  on 
our  bulletin  board,  sometime  during  the  coming  year."  Our  Presi- 
dent's wish  is  in  a  measure,  to  be  gratified  in  the  near  future  . 

The  quest  for  pictures  of  club  houses  has  brought  forth  some  very 
interesting  facts.  In  reply  to  one  hundred  letters,  requesting  pictures 
of  club  houses,  sent  to  representative  clubs,  all  over  the  United  States, 
we  glean  the  knowledge  that  Sorosis,  New  York's  largest  and  oldest 
woman's  club,  has  no  home  of  its  own,  but  holds  its  meetings  in  the 
Waldorf-Astoria. 

Very  few  of  the  clubs  in  the  South  have  club  homes;  the  state  of 
Louisiana,  I  believe,  has  but  one.  By  the  way,  one  of  the  past  Presi- 
dents of  the  Louisiana  State  Federation,  Mrs.  J.  Creighton  Mathewes, 
is  one  of  our   own  Ebell   members. 

As  far  as  is  known  to  the  writer,  Texas  has  no  club  houses,  al- 
though from  the  number  of  interesting  Texas  club  women  who  apply 
yearly  for  temporary  membership  in  Ebell,  club  life  is  very  much  alive 
there. 

By  far  the  largest  percentage  of  club  houses  is  found  in  the  Middle 
West  and  West,  although  on  the  far  Atlantic  Coast  we  find  some  very 
picturesque  club  houses. 

The  Rogers  Park  Woman's  Club  possesses  an  unusually  attrac- 
tive club  home,  and  the  secretary  writes  us  that  one  of  Ebell's  most 
energetic  members,  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Thompson,  was  the  prime  mover  in 
helping  to  secure   funds  to    finance   the  building  of  this   club  house. 

The  proportion  of  club  houses  in  existence,  as  compared  to  those 
in  contemplation  is  small.  Many,  many  clubs  all  over  our  country  are 
planning  to  build;  most  of  these  clubs  have  a  substantial  sum,  or  a  lot 
already,    toward   the    fulfillment    of   their    dream. 

From  the  state  official  organ,  the  Clubwoman,  we  glean  many  inter- 
esting items  concerning  the  raising  of  funds  for  building  a  "new  club 
house,"  especially  in  the  Northern  District;  while  locally  three  of  our 
large    organizations    are    considering    plans. 

The  style  of  architecture,  too,  is  interesting,  when  contemplating 
club  houses.  In  California  many  of  our  club  houses  are  of  the  Mission 
or  Spanish  type.  In  the  smaller  club  houses,  we  find  the  patios  and 
pergolas  their  most  attractive  features.  In  the  far  eastern  cities,  the 
club  houses  are  of  the  residential  type  surrounded  by  spacious  lawns, 
flanked  by  stately  trees  and  many,  like  country  estates,  are  enclosed 
by  brick  walls.  \  M 


Altogether  the  study  of  club  houses,  both  real  and  imaginative,  is 
most  interesting.

FRANCE     ESTABLISHES     THE     AMERICAN     STUDENT     MUSICAL 

SCHOOL  IN  THE  ANCESTRAL  HOME  OF  THE 

FRENCH  KINGS 

In  June  we  motored  from  Paris  to  Fontainbleau,  had  lunch  at  the 
little  Inn  with  its  wonderful  quaint  collection  of  pictures  (caricatures)  ; 
the  palace  gate  was  open,  inviting  you  to  enter:  everything  was  just 
as  before  the  war,  except  that  workmen  were  busy  putting  in  bath  tubs. 
Yes,  can  you  imagine  the  former  Palace  of  the  Kings  and  of  the  great 
Napoleon,  being  refurnished  for  our  own  American  students?  A  Musi- 
cal School,  the  first  in  the  history  of  nations  to  be  established  by  one 
Government  exclusively  for  citizens  of  another  Government an  expres- 
sion of  France's  friendship  for  America;  to  give  the  American  student 
the  same  inspiration  in  France  that  the  French  student  receives  at  the 
Villa  Medici  in  Rome. 

Walter  Damrosch  organized  the  Band  Master  School  for  American 
Forces  in  France  in  the  Great  War,  at  Chaumont,  France,  with  M. 
Frances   Casadesus,    director   of  A.    E.  "F.    School. 

The  American  students  made  such  remarkable  progress  under 
French  tuition  that  when  the  war  terminated,  they  desired  to  continue 
their  studies  in  France,  and  Mr.  Damrosch  suggested  a  Post-War  Summer 
School. 

E.  Casadesus,  A.  E.  F.  director,  M.  Flagnaud,  sub-perfect,  M. 
Bonnet,  mayor  of  Fontainbleau  announced  that  the  French  Government 
had  given  the  Louis  XV  wing  of  the  palace  for  the  School.  They  re- 
furnished twenty-two  apartments,  built  in  bathrooms,  to  house  the- 
women  students.  The  Galerie  Des  Colonies  was  made  into  a  dining 
room  for  all  students  and  rooms  in  private  families  were  furnished  for 
the    male    students. 

The  French  Government  discounted  25%  on  all  steamship  tickets 
and  furnished  the  best  and  most  noted  French  instructors.  In  America 
Mr.  Henry  Harkness  Flagler,  President  of  the  Symphony  Society  of 
New  York,  looked  after  all  the  details  and  defrayed  all  expenses.  In 
France,  Mrs.  George  Montgomery  Tuttle,  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  American  Friends  of  Musicians  in  France,  looked  after 
the  students;  the  entire  cost  of  the  four  months  for  the  student  was 
from  $450.00  to  $500.00.  There  were  eighty-three  students  from 
twenty-four  states,  and  three  were  from  California,  whose  Scholarships 
and  American  passports,   were   credentials. 

The  opening  day,  the  25th  of  June,  was  a  holiday  and  the  streets 
were   decorated  with  American   and   French   colors France   sent   its  sol- 


diers  in  their  war-time  helmets  and  many  war-time  bands  met  the 
special  trains  of  distinguished  American  and  French  people,  and  the 
others  in  automobiles,  who  came  from  Paris  to  celebrate  the  day. 

France  sent  150  choisters  of  the  Ecole  de  Chant;  Choral  Singers 
from  the  Opera  Comique;  and  our  own  Harvard  Glee  Club  was  there. 
The  formal  program  was  given  in  the  beautiful  Salle  Henri  II  by 
France's  great  composers,  C.  Saint-Saens  and  ch.  M.  Wider.  The 
banquet  was  held  in  the  Galerie  de  Colonies.  M.  Saint-Saens,  then 
more  than  eighty-five  years  old,  said,  "It  is  my  cherished  hope  that 
from  the  American  students  of  this  School,  will  come  a  great  com- 
poser who  will  understand  the  musical  possibilities  of  America  as 
French   composers   have   understood   those   of   France." 

Mr.  Damrosch  who  was  the  guest  of  honor  was  greeted  with  pro- 
longed applause.  Earlier  in  the  season  he  and  his  orchestra  had  given 
programs  in  Fontainbleau  and  the  city  had  declared  a  holiday.  Speak- 
ing first  in  French  and  then  in  English  to  the  students,  he  said:  "Learn 
French  and  the  French  people;  they  have  the  civilization  of  the  ages. 
Their  civilization  must  be  kept  for  the  benefit  of  the  world,  and  it  is  a 
supreme   privilege   for   you   to   share   in   such   rewards." 

The  festivities  continued  in  the  evening.  The  parks,  lake  and  all 
the  large  floats  were  decorated  in  French  and  American  colors,  and 
illuminated;  and  there  was  a  splendid  display  of  fireworks. 

Mr.  Damrosch,  the  founder  of  this  first  School  feels  it  has  been  a 
success,  and  that  America  should  give  future  students  every  oppor- 
tunity and  assistance;  we  should  send  our  most  promising  students  who 
will  appreciate  this  opportunity  of  study  given  them  by  the  French 
Government. 

We  may  not  give  to  the  world  a  great  composer  or  artist,  but  the 
privilege  of  studying  vocal,  piano,  and  violin  composition  under  the 
greatest  masters;  the  charm  of  a  great  palace,  beautiful  parks  and  gar- 
dens; the  good  will  of  the  sympathetic,  hospitable  French  people;  and 
the  setting  aside  for  their  exclusive  use,  such  a  treasured  possession 
as  Fontainbleau,  will  surely  have  great  influence  on  the  musical  educa- 
tion of  our  country.

A  CHRISTMAS  RETROSPECT 

A  certain  satisfaction  always  comes  to  each  one  of  us  when 
abundant  proof  is  given  that  results  attained  fully  justify  us  in  main- 
taining a   certain  line   of   endeavor. 

The  Christmas  party  given  at  the  Club  House  for  the  pleasure 
of  Ebell's  "little  sisters"  served  but  to  accent  the  truth  that  much  good 
is  derived  from  the  personal  contact  of  differing  types  of  minds — from 
the   give  and  take  of  sympathetic   hearts. 

Long  before  the  Christmas  party  the  Practical  Relief  Department 
of  Ebell  was  more  and  more  impressed  with  two  outstanding  facts, 
first:  that  its  existence  was  truly  becoming  to  many,  many  people   "like 

the   shadow   of   a   great   rock   in   a   weary   land" and,    secondly:    of   the 

wonderful   generosity   and  sympathy  of  Ebell  women. 

It  is  an  ever  present  regret  that  it  is  impossible  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  club  at  large  many  absorbing  stories  of  human  interest 
that  our  relief  work  brings  to  us.  Never  a  Friday  goes  by  without 
bringing  new  and  appealing  requests  for  help — from  mothers,  from 
college  and  school  girls,  from  various  philanthropic  institutions.  Al- 
ways we  have  at  least  three  or  four  new  people  to  meet  or  investigate; 
often  it  is  ten  or  eleven.  If  it  were  not  for  the  constant  and  ever 
increasing  contributions  of  Ebell  members,  we  would  go  bankrupt  every 
Friday. 

At  this  writing  we  are  bankrupt,  not  in  money;  we  have  by  no 
means  spent  the  fund  allotted  our  Department  from  the  Social  Service 
card  parties;  but  in  old  clothes,  and  clothes  not  so  old.  The  Christmas 
party  and  its  aftermath  have  left  our  shelves  quite  as  bare  as  Mother 
Hubbard's  in   her   darkest   days. 

At  the  moment,  our  record  of  garments  distributed  during  the 
holiday  season  is  not  available,  but  it  reaches  into  the  hundreds  beyond 
question.      We  are  much  in  need  of  both  garments  and  workers. 

The  experiment  of  allowing  our  guests  to  make  selections  of  Christ- 
mas gifts  according  to  their  need,  seems  a  practical  one.  How  often 
we  would  have   guessed  wrong  if  we  had  been  left  to  our  own   devices! 

For  example,  G ,  aged  thirteen,  chose  an  umbrella  in  a  fair  state 

of  preservation  "because  the  whole  family  can  use  this,"  instead  of  the 
gifts  we  were  mentally  suggesting  to  her. 

It  is  a  great  temptation  to  tell  you  many  things  about  this  little 
girl,  and  about  some  other  wonderfully  interesting  people  our  kind  of 
work  introduces  to  us.  Come  to  the  workrooms  of  the  Practical  Relief 
Department  any  Friday  and  meet  your  warmest  admirers.

ROOSEVELT  DAY  AT  THE  AMERICAN  WOMAN'S  CLUB 

Mrs.  William  T.  Lewis,  a  former  President  of  Ebell,  writes  to  us 
from  Paris  of  the  celebration  of  Roosevelt  Day  at  the  American  Woman's 
Club:  The  American  Woman's  Club  invites  all  Americans  to  their 
entertainments,  Sundays  at  3  P.  M.,  as  guests,  when  some  noted  speaker 
or  singer  furnishes  the  entertainment.  The  Roosevelt  Day  was  a 
national  one  and  the  club  rooms  were  filled  with  Americans.  Mr.  Walter 
Berry,  who  made  the  address  said:  "The  women  of  America  who  have 
founded  the  Woman's  Roosevelt  Memorial  Association  are  an  organ- 
ization whose  object  it  is  to  restore  Theodore  Roosevelt's  birthplace  as 
a  living  memorial  to  the  sturdy  Americanism  for  which  he  stood.  In 
doing  this  they  are  perpetuating  Mr.  Roosevelt's  own  thought  when  he

The  boyhood  home  of  Theodore  Roose- 
velt is  to  be  a  patriotic  shrine  whither  busy  men  and  women,  strangers 
in  the  midst  of  New  York,  and  ebullient  youth  may  go  to  offer  allegiance 
to  the  land  of  Old  Glory.  There  will  be  a  library  of  the  books  he  loved 
and  those  he  wrote,  club  rooms  for  the  teaching  of  Americanism,  an 
Auditorium  for  plays  and  lectures  on  good  citizenship,  and  a  museum 
filled  with  all  the  amazing  variety  of  trophies  which  he  won  in  his  world 
of  work  and  play."

THE  PACIFIC  COAST 

"Aye,    even    the    ocean   unbending,    sings 
Odes   and   ballads   and  jubilant   paeans, 
Sagas  of  dark  unbelievable  eons, 
Of  vanished  days  and  forgotten  things." 

This    tribute   to    the    omnipotent   sway    of   the    magic    charm   of   thJ   U 
Golden  West,   from  the  pen  of  Charles  O.  Olsen  in  a  recent  number  oi 
the   Portland    Oregonian,    is   a    fitting   prelude    to    the   article   written   b'y 
Mrs.   Gene   Stratton-Porter,   one   of   Ebell's   gifted  members,   when   askec 
what  influence  California  had  had  upon  her  as  a  writer. 


After  thinking  the  matter  over  very  seriously,  I  am  not  conscious 
that  California  has  done  anything  to  me  as  a  novelist  so  far  as  character 
is  concerned.  My  conceptions  of  life  and  living  seem  to  be  fairly  well 
fixed.  I  derived  from  California  the  mental  stimulus  of  a  change,  the 
inspiration  of  a  new  environment;  but  I  can  not  say  that  in  the  character 
building  of  a  book  I  could  do  anything  different  from  what  I  always 
have  done  in  writing  a  novel.  If  I  located  the  scene  of  the  book  in 
California,  it  follows  that  the  natural  history  would  pertain  to  the 
location. 

The  thing  that  California  really  has  done  to  me  is  to  arouse  to 
white  heat  the  spark  of  ambition  to  write  poetry  that  always  has  been 
in  my  heart  and  soul  and  brain.  To  me,  above  anything  I  have  ever 
known,  California  is  the  land  of  colour  and  cadence.  In  the  changing 
sea,  in  the  ever  shifting  colour  of  the  mountains,  in  the  canyons,  and 
over  the  desert,  I  find  miracles  of  colour  so  exquisite  that  they  hurt 
me  physically.  And  to  my  ear,  the  land  is  alive  with  cadence.  Every 
canyon  has  its  own  particular  voice,  depending  upon  its  depth,  its 
width,  its  vegetation,  and  running  streams.  The  desert  too  has  a  voice 
distinctively  its  own.  And  so  have  the  cultivated  fields  and  the  orchards 
and  the  gardens.  If  I  might  do  exactly  what  I  wish,  I  would  drop 
everything  else,  and  sit  beside  the  sea  or  roam  the  desert  all  day, 
writing  poetry.

"EDUCATION— MORE  EDUCATION" 

"Education more  Education"   and  again   "More  Education."     This 

is  H.  G.  Wells'  panacea  for  all  the  ills  from  which  the  social  body  suffers. 
Ignorance,  he  says,  is  the  great  underlying  cause  of  all  these  social  ills, 
and  he  who  helps  in  even  the  smallest  measure  to  raise  the  general  level 
of  the  intelligence  of  the  Race  does  his  part  in  the  "Salvaging  of 
Civilization." 

The  last  four  years  has  witnessed  the  birth  and  astonishing  growth 
of  a  movement  to  provide  "Scholarships"  for  pupils  in  the  Public  Schools, 
who,  without  such  assistance,  would  be  obliged  at  the  age  of  sixteen  to 
leave  school  to  assist  in  the  support  of  their  families.  These  scholarships, 
of  $15.00  per  month  enable  these  children  to  continue  in  school  at  a  time 
in  their  lives  when  even  one  more  year  of  study  may  make  a  vast  dif- 
ference in  their  value  to  themselves  and  to  society. 

Ebell  has  been  most  zealous  in  her  efforts  to  further  this  great 
movement  by  establishing  a  "Scholarship  Fund."  This  Fund  comes 
partly  from  Ebell's  treasury,  partly  from  the  generous  contributions  of 
Ebell's  members  and  from  the  funds  raised  by  the  Benefits  Committee. 

This  money  has  enabled  the  Club  to  keep  in  the  High  Schools  or 
Universities  from  five  to  ten  healthy,  ambitious,  studious  girls,  who  will, 
I  am  sure,  repay  again  and  again  in  their  future  lives  this  assistance. 
The  ambition  of  the  Scholarship  Committee  for  this  year  is  to  increase 
this  number  of  girls  to  twelve,  and  the  committee  hopes  that  all  the  mem- 
bers  of   the   club   who   believe   in   the   paramount   value   of    "Education 

More  Education"  will   help  in  swelling  the  Scholarship   Fund.

*EDUCATION   FOR  ALL. 

The  present  teems  with  issues  of  interest  to  every  woman  in  the 
country,  especially  to  those  who  have  thought  of  the  future,  and  who 
want  to  see  the  foundations  of  true  Americanism  laid  for  succeeding 
generations.  Since  women  have  now  come  into  the  full  privileges  of 
citizenship,  their  responsibilities  are  increased  manifold;  in  addition  to 
the  duties  which  have  devolved  upon  them  in  the  past  is  added  that  of 
participation  in   civic  life. 

With  anxiety  we  face  a  future  unprepared  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  times.      It  is  with  hopefulness  that  we  are   trying  to  work  out  some 


of  the  problems  of  Americanism.  Our  hope  is  based  on  the  education, 
not  of  a  few  people  of  a  determined  age,  but,  of  all  people  regardless  of 
age. 

In  1913,  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Education  began  its  work  of  home 
education  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  education  to  as  many  homes  as 
its  capacity  would  permit.  The  demand  for  assistance  in  the  selection 
of  books  led  to  the  issuance  of  reading  courses  covering  a  wide  range  of 
subjects.  These  courses  were  prepared  on  various  subjects  by  some 
of  the  leading  specialists,  among  whom  are:  William  Lyon  Phelps  of 
Yale  University,  C.  Alphonso  Smith  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  Rich- 
ard Burton  of  the  University  of  Minnesota,  Charles  Forster  Smith  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  William  H.  Mace  of  Syracuse  University,  and 
William  Starr  Myers  of  Princeton  University. 

The  demand  for  lists  of  subjects  has  always  exceeded  the  supply, 
but  the  Bureau  of  Education  issued  hundreds  of  thousands  of  lists  which 
have  found  their  way  into  homes  throughout  the  country.  More  than 
thirteen  thousand  readers  have  enrolled  since  this  work  was  established, 
some  of  whom  have  completed  more  than  one  course  and  have  received 
the  certificate  which  is  issued  by  the  Bureau,  signed  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Education.  Among  the  readers  are  those  engaged  in  every  profession; 
lawyers,  doctors,  ministers,  teachers,  superintendents  and  principals  of 
schools;  also  some  who  are  non-professional,  and  some  vocational 
workers. 

To  those  who  are  interested  in  child  training  the  course  for  parents 
is  most  attractive,  and  to  those  who  are  interested  in  civic  development 
in  relation  to  State  and  Nation,  a  group  of  courses  is  offered.  These 
courses  are:  American  History,  American  Literature,  Thirty  American 
Heroes  and  Heroes  of  American  Democracy.  The  books  in  these  courses 
grip  the  imagination.  Here,  is  expressed  the  life  of  our  Nation  from  its 
inception.  Here,  the  hopes  and  aspirations,  thoughts  and  feelings  make 
up  a  thrilling  tale  of  a  great  people  and  show  what  Americanism  means. 
It  is  from  these  pages  that  the  truths  which  ,must  be  passed  on  from 
generation  to   generation  are  to  be  learned. 

Besides  individual  readers  enrolled  many  clubs  have  been  formed 
throughout  the  country;  the  most  successful  of  these  is  at  Glendale.  The 
development  of  the  women  in  this  club  has  been  one  of  its  outstanding 
features. 

In  order  to  decentralize  the  work  of  home  education,  a  plan  of 
cooperation  between  State  Departments  of  Public  Instruction,  Extension 
Divisions  in  State  Universities  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Education  was 
prepared  by  the  Bureau  which  was  approved  by  fourteen  states  as  fol- 
lows: Indiana,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Arizona,  North  Carolina,  South  Caro- 
lina, Virginia,  Louisiana,  Wisconsin,  Utah,  Oregon,  Washington,  North 
Dakota   and  South   Dakota.      The  work   in  these   states   is   carried   on  by 


the  Directors  of  Extension.  It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Bureau  to 
ultimately  secure  this  cooperation  in  every  State.  Wherever  this  is  estab- 
lished the  certificate  is  signed  by  two  State  Officials  as  well  as  by  the 
U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education.

SHANGHAI  WOMAN'S  CLUB 

On  the  eve  of  my  departure  for  a  trip  to  the  Orient,  last  September, 
our  President,  Mrs.  Toll,  asked  me  if  I  would  make  a  report  of  the 
Shanghai  Woman's  Club,  which  is  affiliated  with  our  own  National  Fed- 
eration, and  which  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Federation  to  hold  the 
Biennial  of   1922  at  Shanghai. 

Unfortunately  there  was  no  meeting  of  the  club  during  my  stay  in 
Shanghai,  but  I  met  one  of  the  club  members  and  from  her  gleaned  the 
following  information: 

The  Shanghai  Club  has  a  membership  of  500,  holding  its  meetings 
every  two  weeks  at  the  Carlton  Restaurant.  There  are  four  depart- 
ments: Literary,  Music,  Home  Economics  and  Social  Service.  The  pro- 
grams, consisting  of  papers  which  are  later  preserved  in  the  club 
archives,  are  furnished  by  the  club  members,  from  the  different  depart- 
ments. 

This  year  the  club  is  studying  Chinese  history.  As  China  will  be 
more  or  less  in  the  public  eye  for  some  time  to  come,  one  of  our  own 
departments  might  well  emulate  this  program. 

One  of  the  special  activities  of  the  Social  Service  department  is  to 
look  after  the  welfare  of  the  sailor  boys,  of  whom  there  are  many,  for 
Shanghai  is  a  great  port,  and  vice  and  questionable  entertainments  are 
the  first  temptations  presented  to  these  boys. 

The  club  women  are  trying  to  change  these  conditions  by  inviting 
the  sailors  to  their  homes  for  a  meal  or  to  spend  the  evening  in  pleasant 
company  and  surroundings. 

There  is  also  in  Shanghai,  a  flourishing  club  of  Chinese  women,  the 
President  of  which  is  Mrs.  Sun  Zat  Sur,  wife  of  the  former  President  of 
China.  Their  work  is  largely  altruistic,  caring  for  their  own  people  in 
distress,  and  relieving  famine  conditions  in  any  part  of  the  country. 

In  Canton  our  party  was  given  a  banquet  by  Chinese  ladies,  among 
whom  were  graduates  of  Oberlin,  Columbia,  Stanford  and  other  Ameri- 
can Universities,  who  are  now  teachers  and  home  builders;  they  are  the 
leaven   that  will   eventually   change  the   status  of  Woman   in   China.

PERMANENT  HEADQUARTERS  IN  WASHINGTON 

General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
The  Des  Moines  Biennial  passed  a  resolution  calling  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  permanent  headquarters  in  Washington  commensurate  with 
the  dignity  of  your  General  Federation.  A  committee  of  three  was 
appointed  to  survey  the  possibilities  presented.  As  a  member  of  that 
committee  I  can  testify  to  the  thoroughness  of  that  canvass  which 
resulted  in  reporting  a  definite  piece  of  property  to  the  Chicago  Board 
meeting  in  January,  which  was  considered  at  length  and  approved.  The 
house  chosen,  at  1  734  N  Street,  is  one  of  unusual  dignity  and  beauty, 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  British  Embassy,  the  National  Educa- 
tional Association,  the  National  Geographic  Society,  the  old  Suffrage 
Headquarters  and  a  half  square  from  Connecticut  Avenue.  It  has  excel- 
lent office  rooms,  reception  hall,  assembly  hall,  lounge,  library,  sixteen 
bedrooms,  six  bathrooms  and  studio,  all  in  perfect  order  and  of  superior 
construction. 

Thus  the  new  home  will  have  all  the  characteristics  of  a  social 
centre,  a  research  laboratory,  a  legislative  forum,  a  distributing  bureau, 
and  a  conference  chamber,  as  well  as  being  the  international  head- 
quarters for  all  club  work.  The  possible  rentals  will  prove  a  large  ele- 
ment in  meeting  overhead  expenses. 

The  purchase  price  is  $70,000,  to  which  must  be  added  the  cost 
of  furnishings.  The  committee  believe  that  there  should  be  a  mainte- 
nance fund,  the  interest  of  which  should  cover  a  part  of  the  overhead 
expenses.  A  fund  of  between  $  1  00,000  and  $150,000  should  be  raised 
to  insure  this  necessary  equipment  for  the  furtherance  of  the  work  of 
the  General  Federation. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  make  any  assessment  or  even  assign  quotas  to 
states  or  clubs,  but  to  raise  the  money  as  a  spontaneous  gift  of  indi- 
viduals or  clubs  who  feel  the  value  of  having  a  permanent  headquarters 
to  which  all  clubs  shall  learn  to  appeal  for  help,  and  which  shall  main- 
tain continuity  of  effort  and  organization  while  administrations  come 
and  go. 

An  initial  payment  of  $20,000  was  made  on  the  property  January 
1  5  through  the  generosity  of  a  small  number  of  club  women  who  pro- 
vided a  loan  fund.  A  mortgage  of  $50,000  is  to  be  carried  for  three 
years. 

A  committee  on  Permanent  Headquarters  was  appointed  and  your 
director  for  California  being  one  of  the  committee  confidently  hopes 
that  California  club  women  will  do  their  full  share  toward  raising  the 
necessary  fund.  Those  who  can  give  $1000  or  $100  in  three  annual 
installments   will    feel    it    a    privilege    to    do    so    and    those    who    can    give 


but  $  I  0  or  $1.00  will  be  proportionately  helpful.  If  every  club  woman 
in  California  would  give  a  nickel,  California's  contribution  would  be 
most  generous. 

The  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  deserves  support  because 
it  has  the  power,  the  machinery  and  the  will  to  be  an  immense  force 
for  civic  righteousness,  order  and  progress.  It  is  working  all  over  the 
United  States  for  a  citizenship  that  lies  deeper  than  politics.  It  expresses 
itself  in   every  form   of  social,   educational  and  spiritual  activity.

The  commemoration  of  Shakespeare's  birthweek  in  Ebell,  is  insep- 
arably linked  with  two  loved  and  honored  names:  Mrs.  Matthew  Robert- 
son, gifted  Shakespearean  student,  who  inaugurated  the  commemoration 
as  an  annual  event  in  the  club,  and  Mr.  Frederick  Warde,  the  well- 
known  Shakespearean  actor  and  lecturer,  who  has  contributed  the 
program  on  these  occasions.

SONNET. 

Dr.  Edward  A.  Steiner  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  authorita- 
tive writers  on  immigration.

"There  are  few  writers 
who   show  better  craftsmanship  and  more  love  of  art." 


Dorothea  Johnston  is  a  very  intelligent  interpreter.  In  a  beauti- 
fully balanced  relation  she  combines  music,  color  and  rhythmic  motion 
in  a  sensitive  co-ordination,   making  of  each  number  a  work  of  art.

SETTING    INDUSTRIAL    STANDARDS    FOR    THE    WOMEN 
OF  PAN-AMERICA 

Women  of  both  American  continents  will  meet  in  an  industrial 
conference  for  the  first  time  during  the  Pan-American  Conference  of 
Women,  which  is  to  be  held  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  from  April  20th  to  29th, 
in  connection  with  the  Convention  of  the  National  League  of  Women 
Voters.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Miss  Mary  Anderson,  Chief  of 
the  Women's  Bureau  in  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor,  who  speaks 
with  recognized  authority,  has  expressed  her  belief  in  the  value  of  the 
Pan-American  meeting,  and  has  promised  to  lead  the  Round  Table 
Conference  on  Women  in  Industry,  which  forms  an  important  part  of 
the  program. 

"It  is  significant  and  important  to  the  women  in  industry  and  all 
other  women,"  said  Miss  Anderson  in  a  recent  interview,  "that  a  con- 
ference is  to  be  held  where  industrial  standards  can  be  discussed  and 
understood.  The  Conference  will  be  especially  interesting  because  of 
the  large  import  and  export  of  commodities  manufactured  in  South 
American  countries  and  in  the  United  States.  Women  in  the  industries 
of    both    countries    are    faced    with    common    problems    which    must    be 


solved   in    cooperation.       Industrially   the    two   countries   are   linked,    and 
the  standards  of  one  must  affect  those  of  the  other." 

Miss  Anderson  went  on  to  say  that  the  Conference  is  the  first 
industrial  meeting  of  the  kind  to  be  called.  Pan-American  labor  con- 
ferences have  been  held  in  Mexico,  but  women  have  never  been  included. 
The  nearest  approach  to  such  a  meeting  was  in  the  fall  of  1918,  when 
an  International  Labor  Conference  in  which  women  were  represented 
was  held  in  the  United  States.  Dr.  Alicia  Moreau  of  Argentina  was, 
however,  the  only  delegate   from  South  America. 

The  outline  of  the  Round  Table  discussion  on  women  in  industry 
which  has  been  arranged  by  the  League  of  Women  Voters  will  be  a 
very  general  one,  according  to  Miss  Anderson,  because  of  the  present 
lack  of  knowledge  of  industrial  conditions  for  women  in  South  and 
Central  America.  Much  of  the  work  there  is  done  in  the  homes,  and 
the  workers  are  to  a  great  extent  unorganized. 

"The  very  fact  that  our  advance  program  cannot  be  made  more 
specific  shows  the  need  for  this  conference,"  said  Miss  Anderson.  "There 
is  much  that  we  shall  hear  for  the  first  time  from  our  Pan-American 
delegates.  Women  in  the  Latin-American  countries  are  doing  quantities 
of  home  work,  which  is  without  doubt  underpaid.  This  is  evident  from 
the  prices  that  are  set  here  on  imported  embroideries  and  hand-woven 
linens  from  the  South.  Their  sweatshop  work  includes  not  only  these 
more  delicate  fabrics,  which  are  imported  in  quantities  by  manufacturers 
in  this  country,  but  many  coarser  garments  for  men  and  children,  and 
such  articles  as  straw  sandals,  which  are  turned  out  by  women  working 
at  home  at  the  rate  of  five  dozen  a  day, — for  which  the  worker  is  paid 
from  thirty  to  thirty-six  cents." 

"What  do  you  think  the  future  holds  for  women  in  industry  in  the 
southern    countries?"    Miss   Anderson   was    asked. 

"I  believe  that  we  are  on  the  verge  of  a  great  opening  up  of 
industries  there,"  she  replied.  "The  South  American  Exposition  in 
Brazil  next  September  will  give  a  new  impetus  to  commerce  and  in- 
dustry. Because  this  is  so,  the  Pan-American  Conference  of  Women 
assumes  unusual  importance.  It  affords  a  chance  for  women  to  come 
together  and  to  talk  things  over.  It  is  bound  to  be  helpful,  for  it  is 
coming  at  exactly  the  right  moment.  This  is  the  time  to  prepare  the 
way, — before  women  enter  the  industrial  world  to  any  extent, — so  that 
standards,  set  in  advance,  will  provide  the  right  conditions  for  them. 
In  our  western  states  women  entered  industry  under  favorable  condi- 
tions and  without  the  struggle  for  fair  play  which  was  necessary  in  the 
east,  because  protective  laws  were  already  in  force.  So  in  the  Latin- 
American  countries  a  high  standard  can  be  set,  before  women  in  large 
numbers  enter  the  industrial   field. 


"This  Conference  will  not  only  teach  us  many  things  that  we 
should  know  about  the  ability  and  achievements  of  the  women  now 
working  in  Hispanic  America,  but  it  will  have  a  decided  effect  in 
shaping   possibilities   for   the    entire   western   hemisphere."

COMMUNITY  MUSIC 


Last  May,  "Music  Week"  was  inaugurated.  Everywhere  musicians 
gave  of  their  talent  and  time  to  make  music,  as  it  is  in  so  many  European 
countries,   a   part  of  everyday  life. 

Recently  at  one  of  our  guest  luncheons,  our  Mrs.  J.  J.  Carter  out- 
lined a  plan  whereby  the  music  lovers  of  our  city  are  planning  to  make 
possible  a  season  of  music  at  the  Hollywood  Bowl.  Said  Mrs.  Carter, 
"I  believe  in  going  out  into  the  highways  and  hedges,  and  bringing 
music  to   the  people." 

Goethe  said  "The  effect  of  good  music  is  not  caused  by  novelty.      On 
the   contrary,   it  strikes  us,   the  more  we   are  familiar  with  it." 

Mrs.  Cecil  Frankel,  Chairman  of  Extension  department  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Music  Clubs,  says:  "One  of  the  aims  and  pur- 
poses of  the  Federation  of  Music  Clubs  is:  TO  MAKE  MUSIC  USEFUL 
IN  THE  CIVIC  LIFE  OF  AMERICA."  At  last  in  our  city  we  are  in  a 
fair  way  to  see  this  accomplished. 

The  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  legitimate  avenue 
for  this  great  movement  to  be  carried  out,  has  organized  a  department 
of  an  Industrial  Bureau  of  Music.  Miss  Antoinette  Ruth  Sabel,  a  most 
active  and  capable  young  woman,  a  musician  of  vision,  who  has  re- 
turned home,  to  give  us  the  benefit  of  her  experience  and  training  in 
some  of  the  great  Eastern  cities,  is  the  Director-Organizer  of  this 
Bureau. 

In  the  three  short  months  that  this  department  has  been  function- 
ing, regular  choruses  have  been  permanently  formed  in  ten  of  the 
large  Department  and  Industrial  business  houses,  with  many  others 
ready  to  begin.  Her  main  problem  now  is:  'Time,'  to  meet  the  managers 
who  are  asking  for  this  service. 

These  choruses  are  not  Community  Sings,  in  any  sense  of  the 
word.  They  are  beginning  with  regular  four-part  compositions.  Later, 
these  organizations  may  join  in  one  great  Chorus  unit,  in  our  new 
Stadium  at  the  Exposition  Park. 

Another  phase  of  the  work  is:  that  these  singers  are  "learning 
musical  appreciation,  note  value  and  phrasing,  and  in  many  instances 
have  asked  for  suggestions  with  whom  to  take  "Music  Lessons". 


This   movement   is  bound   to   be   farther   reaching    than   we    realize 
From    it   will    grow   larger   attendance   at    our    concerts,    greater   suppor 
to  our  own  teachers  and  artists  recitals,  but  of  vastly  more  importance 
than  even  these,  is  the  fact,  that  our  business  men  and  city  fathers  have 
at  last  awakened  to   the   real  value  of  Music  as  a   civic     necessity    rather 
than  merely  an  artistic  performance  or  entertainment. 

Is  this  not  all  worth  while  and  should  not  we  as  Club  men  and 
women,  teachers  and  musicians,  make  it  our  business  to  know  just  '-what 
is  being  done  in  our  city  and  how  ?  Are  we  not  all  of  us  apt  to  read 
of  the  development  of  Music  and  Art  in  Eastern  and  Foreign  Cities, 
and  unconsciously  overlook  what  can  be  accomplished  at  home? 

"Why   build   these   cities   glorious, 

If  Man  unbuilded  goes? 
In  vain  we  build  the  world,  unless 
The  builder  also  grows." 
Let  us   not   only   stand   for   Music,   for   Music's   sake,    but   for   Music 
in  its  value  to  the  human  race."

Just  a  few  weeks  before  Dr.  Lindley  passed  away,  he  spoke  before 
the  Social  Science  Department  upon  the  work  to  which  he  had  devoted 
so   many  years  of  untiring  service,   the  Public  Library. 

Did  you  hear  Supt.  Norman  Martin  tell  of  the  work  of  the  County 
Hospital?      If  not,  you  missed  one  of  the  finest  programs  Ebell  has  had. 

Did  you  know  that  our  County  Hospital,  the  third  largest  in  the 
United  States,  ranks  with  Bellevue  and  the  Cincinnati  Hospital?  That 
it  is  the  only  one  west  of  Chicago  that  has  a  psychopathic  ward? 

The  County  Supervisors  allow  so  much  toward  the  management 
of  our  County  Charities,  and  Mr.  Martin  says  that  they  always  keep 
within  their  budget;  in  fact,  have  some  left  over  to  turn  back  at  the 
end  of  each  year.  The  overhead  expense  is  less  than  13%  of  the  entire 
budget.  He  can  tell  you  to  a  fraction  just  what  yesterday's  expense 
included. 

From  a  successful  financial  standpoint  it  means  much  to  us  as 
citizens,  to  have  a  man  trained  to  mathematical  precision  by  the  Southern 
Pacific,  at  the  head  of  our  County  Charities;  but  from  the  far  greater 
humanitarian  standpoint,  it  means  far  more  to  us  as  members  of  one 
great  human  family,  to  have  a  man  at  the  helm  whose  heart  is  in  his 
work,  and  who  for  the  love  of  humanity  is  devoting  his  energies  to 
alleviating  the  suffering  and  want  among  the  unfortunate.

MUSICAL  RECORDS  FOR  OUR  RURAL  SCHOOLS 

The  California  Federation  of  Music  Clubs  is  conducting  a  State- 
wide campaign  to  place  in  every  country  library,  a  free  circulating 
library  of  records  for  the  use  of  rural  schools. 

We  are  now  concentrating  on  Los  Angeles  County,  where  the 
campaign  has  the  strong  endorsement  of  Mr.  Mark  Keppel,  County 
Superintendent   of  Schools. 

The  affiliated  music  clubs  of  the  Federation  seek  the  co-operation 
of  the  members  of  Ebell  in  meeting  this  distinctly  educational  problem. 
Mr.  Keppell  estimates  that  not  less  than  2000  records  are  required.  This 
seems  a  large  number  but  to  supply  each  school  with  an  individual 
library  would  require  probably   five   times  as   many. 

The  Federation  is  preparing  the  story  of  each  selection  on  the  list 
in  printed  form  to  be  placed  in  the  library  with  the  records,  to  assist 
teachers  in  advantageously  presenting  the  music  selections  to  their 
classes. 

The  list  of  musical  selections,  that  has  been  approved  by  the  county 
and  state  for  teaching  music  appreciation,  will  be  found  on  the  bulletin 
board. 

Many  double-faced  records  containing  two  selections  from  the  list 
may  be  purchased  as  low  as  75  cents,  or  you  may  have  some  on  hand 
you  would  be  willing  to  give.

EBELL  REST  COTTAGE 

What  does  that  mean  to  you? 

What  do  you  know  about  it? 

Where  is  Rest   Cottage? 

I  hate  questionaires  though,  don't  you? 

I  wonder  how  many  of  Ebell's  members  could  answer  these  ques- 
tions? 

Because  I  hate   so   to  be   questioned  I   am   going  to  tell  you   a  little 

bit  about  this  unique  home.      Rest  Cottage  is  on  95th  St. 1305,  and  it 

shelters  and  cares  for  needy  women,  who  must  have  rest.  Especially 
does  it  care  for  those  who  are  convalescing  from  an  operation  or  nervous 
breakdown,  where  rest  and  quiet  and  kindly  interest  and  understanding 
are  more  essential  than  the  strict  routine  of  the  hospital. 


So  far  this  year  we  have  cared  for  many  such  women, 1  am  sorry 

I  cannot  tell  you  the  exact  number. 

Each  year  the  Cottage  becomes  better  known,  and  with  the  knowl- 
edge of  its  existence,  more  people  become  interested  in  it,  and  more 
seek  its  shelter  until  this  year  we  have  had  such  a  waiting  list  of  women 
who  desired  its  restful  shelter,  that  it  became  imperative  to  secure 
larger  quarters. 

Then  the  question  came  up,  where  should  we  build?  It  was  a 
problem  I  assure  you,  for  sentiment  played  a  quiet  though  important 
part.  Rest  Cottage  began  unobtrusively  and  a  bit  diffidently  way  out 
on  95th  Street,  just  four  years  ago;  and  many  of  those  wonderful 
women,  whose  sympathy  and  charity  started  Rest  Cottage,  wanted  to 
see  the  flowering  of  their  endeavor  in  a  beautiful  modern  bungalow 
in  the  same  place  in  which  it  was  begun. 

This  really  would  have  been  wonderful,  if  it  could  have  been, 
but  cold,  unfeeling  reason  came  in  and  said  it  was  too  far  away  from 
town  and  doctors.  It  was  outside  the  5c  car  fare,  which  meant  a 
decided  hardship  on  the  very  ones  we  desired  most  to  help;  and  raany, 
many  more  reasons  were  presented  until  sentiment  drew  in  her  little 
tendrils,   and  we  bought  a  lot  on  Park  View  near  First  Street. 

Do  you  know  that  already,  little  shoots  and  tendrils  of  sentiment 
are  reaching  toward  this  new  lot?  Every  one  is  so  enthusiastic  over 
building  a  new  and  modern  Rest  Cottage,  and  we  have  come  to  realize 
.that  it  really  doesn't  matter  where  the  flowering  is,  so  long  as  senti- 
ment,  sympathy,   understanding   and  love  are   all   there. 

Aren't  all  of  you  a  little  thrilled  at  the  sturdiness  and  growth  of 
Rest   Cottage? 

And    that    wonderful    list    of    Life    Members isn't    it    surprising    to 

think  that  we  have  32   Life  Members,   and  Rest  Cottage,   just  four  years 
old?

DearEbell:  New  York   City. 

I  want  to  thank  the  club  for  the  courtesy  extended  me  during  my 
service   abroad. 

It  has  been  a  wonderful  three  years  of  service,  and  now  that  I  am 
back  again,  I  look  upon  my  medical  and  relief  work  overseas  as  a  very 
great  privilege.  I  was  fortunate,  indeed,  to  be  among  that  first  group 
of  six  women  doctors  that  Washington   headquarters  sent  over  in    1917. 

My  first  work  was  to  start  dispensaries  among  the  French  mothers 
and  children.  Until  more  doctors  arrived  from  America,  I  had  one 
dispensary    in    Paris,    not    far    from    the    old    Ecole    Militaire ;    my    second 


dispensary  was  outside  the  walls  of  Paris,  at  the  big  munitions  factory 
center  of  La  Courneurve,  where  seventeen  thousand  men  and  women 
were  employed.  We  were  there  on  duty  at  the  time  of  the  big  munitions 
explosion  of  hand  grenades,  which  continued  for  three  days  (the  sound 
of  the  explosion,  by  the  way,  was  heard  in  London).  The  most  won- 
derful thing  was  that  among  the  casualties,  not  one  of  the  little  children 
in  the  creche  was  killed,  though  the  falling  glass  from  skylights  and 
windows   covered   everything. 

When  Big  Bertha  began  sending  frequent  shells  over  Paris,  it  was 
decided  to  get  the  children  from  the  crowded  Arrondissments  out  of 
the  city.  Along  with  the  children  of  my  own  Arrondissment,  I  was 
asked  to  examine  the  children  of  some  twenty-two  French  charitable 
organizations,  preparatory  to  sending  them,  also,  into  the  country,  pro- 
visions having  been  made  to  send  these  children  into  French  peasant 
homes. 

Another  interesting,  and  yet  heart-breaking  experience  was  the 
work  during  the  retreat  of  the  Somme,  when  five  or  six  thousand 
refugees  a  day,  came  pouring  into  Paris;  of  assisting  in  handling  these 
distracted  and  distraught  people,  many  of  them  old  French  peasants, 
who  had  never  before  been  away  from  their  little  villages. 

Then  came  the  crowning  moment  of  my  medical  work,  when 
returning    late    one    afternoon    from    my    dispensary,    I    found    an    official 

communication    under    my    door,    to    report    at   the   Gare    du    Nord "my 

military    pass    would    take    me    to    Bar-le-duc,    from    there    I    would    be 

taken    by    camion    to    destination    unknown" the    destination    unknown 

proved  to  be  in  the  Argonne,   at  a  little  Evacuation  hospital,   No.    1  10 

small  barracks  put  up  by  the  French  in  the  heart  of  the  Argonne  Forest. 
The  zig-zag  trenches,  the  boom  of  the  big  guns;  the  rumble  of  heavy 
cannon;  and  soon  the  constantly  increasing  numbers  of  wounded  boys, 
made  one  realize  that  at  last  we  were  "at  the  Front"  with  our  own  men 
(where  we  had  longed,  wished,  struggled  and  willed  to  be  for  weeks.) 

We  remained  here  until  two  weeks  after  the  signing  of  the  armis- 
tice, and  then  back  to  Paris.  Oh!  what  a  different  Paris!  Lights  every- 
where; laughter,    gayety  and   song even  through   the   tears.      It  was  all 

wonderful. 

Later,  I  was  sent  to  Poland,  and  there  again  came  the  tug  at  my 
heart  strings.  Those  long  bread  lines,  shall  I  ever  forget  them?  The 
tired  mothers  with  babes  in  arms!  Little  wailing  babies  and  children 
clinging  to  the  mother's  hand  or  petticoats;  such  thin  and  patient  little 
children.  Their  patience  seemed  so  tragic;  dressed  in  a  single  garment, 
no  hat  or  shoes  and  a  cold  wind!  Then  came  the  Bolshevik  advance 
and  most  of  the  women  were  sent  back  to  Paris. 


Reaching  New  York  last  winter  I  stopped  over  to  do  some  P-G" 
work,   expecting  long  ere  this  to  be  back  in  by  beloved  California. 

Just  now  I  am  doing  some  work  with  the  New  York  Board  or 
Health,  and  I've  been  asked  by  Dr.  Gibbs,  who,  himself  has  been  in 
Poland,  "Will  I  go  back  again?"  and  I've  said  "yes."

*CO-OPERATION  OF  WOMEN  FOR  PUBLIC  SERVICE 

Co-operation  of  women  for  public  service  is  the  outstanding  feature 

of   the   year a   year  that   has   brought   with    it    great    results.       This    has 

been  shown,  not  alone  in  communities  and  in  states,  but  nationally. 
The  enactment  of  the  Sheppard-Towner  Maternity  Act  by  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  is  the  first-fruits  of  women's  concentrated,  loyal 
co-operation  for  public   welfare. 

Behind  the  workers  who  made  known  to  the  national  lawmakers 
in  Washington  the  hopes  and  the  wishes  of  their  organizations  stood 
10,000,000  earnest  women  asking  that  this  measure  be  written  into  the 
law.  It  was  because  of  the  desire  of  those  millions  of  women  through- 
out the  country,  articulated  by  the  little  group  in  Washington,  that  a 
Congressman,  himself  opposed  to  the  measure,  prophecied:  "The  bill 
will  be  passed  because  the  women  want  it  and  have  made  their  wants 
felt." 

We  are  all  interested  in  the  right  development,  the  right  con- 
servation of  our  country's  resources,  and  as  voters  the  responsibility 
for  the  "well-being  of  its  citizens  rests  upon  our  shoulders  as  much  as 
upon  the  men.  Perhaps  our  responsibility  is  even  greater  than  that 
of  men  because,  above  and  beyond  our  civic  duty  lies  our  personal 
responsibility,  as  the  mother-sex,  for  the  quality  of  citizenship  of  the 
next  generation. 

Doubtless  a  large  part  of  our  interests  are  in  common  with  those 
of  men,  in  the  political  field  as  in  life.      But  besides  the  human   interests 

which    effect   both   women   and    men by   far    the    largest    in    our    lives 

there  are  others  of  special  interest  to  particular  groups.  On  the  one 
side  are  the  special  interests  men  get  from  their  practical  experience  in 
life,  and  the  point  of  view  derived  therefrom  is  largely  economic.  On 
the  other  side  is  the  special  knowledge  which  women  acquire  from  their 
particular  experience  as  mothers,  as  home-makers,  as  wage  earners. 
And  whatever  new  contribution  they  are  to  make  as  voters  will  have 
to  come  from  that  distinctive  experience,  with  its  different  angle  of 
vision. 


In  the  merging  of  these  interests  will  come  juster  government  and 
fairer  laws  because  the  knowledge  and  sentiments  of  all  groups  is 
utilized.

Mexico    City,    March    1st,    1922. 
My  dear  friends  of  Ebell: 

On  the  25th  of  February,  I  organized,  at  the  request  of  President 
Obregon  and  the  University,  the  Asociacion  Internacional  Femenina. 
The  character  of  the  organization  is  fundamentally  international.  We 
shall  say  "y°u  are  welcome"  to  all  those  who  may  wish  to  associate 
themselves  with  us,  irrespective  of  race  or  creed;  we  have  no  political 
aspirations;  our  object,  aside  from  working  for  our  own  culture,  is  to 
promote  a   better  understanding  and  friendship   among  all  women. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  enrolled  as  active  members  at  the  first  meet- 
ing, and  we  hope  soon  to  have  one  thousand  members.  You  can  readily 
see  that  the  feminine  element  of  the  City  of  Mexico  is  interested  in  this 
movement;  the  members  include  American,  European,  Central  and  South 
Americans,  as  well  as  Mexican  women.  The  membership  is  divided  into 
four  classes;  active,  auxiliary,  honorary  and  "protectores;"  the  last 
named  are  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  association  in  some  special 
way.  In  reality  we  have  only  one  member  of  this  class,  Senora  Obregon, 
who  has  shown  the  greatest  interest  in  the  progress  and  improvement 
of  the  popular  classes  of  Mexico. 

Our  association  is  planning  many  departments,  and  we  are  hope- 
ful of  wonderful  results.  Miss  Blaffer,  the  well  known  social  worker 
of  U.  S.  A.,  who  is  here  organizing  a  society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children,  is  to  be  the  head  of  the  Social  Science  Department. 

We  are  already  planning  to  build  a  club  house,  where  we  hope  to 
welcome  all  the  members  of  Ebell  as  well  as  all  other  clubs  of  U.  S.  A. 

I  was  elected  President  of  our  organization,  Senora  Alvarez,  Secre- 
tary ;  the  wife  of  General  Reyes,  the  First  Vice-President,  and  the  wife 
of  the  American  Consul,   Mrs.   Mitchel  is  the  Second  Vice-President. 

With  loving  greetings  to  all  my  dear  old  pupils  and  friends  in 
Ebell,   whom   I  hope  some  time  to  welcome  in  our  Asociacion.

(Many  Ebell  members  who  were  in  the  Spanish  class,  when  Senora 
Borquez  was  instructor,  will  welcome  this  letter  and  the  account  of  her 
work  in  Mexico  City.  The  organization  of  a  club  for  women  in  Mexico 
marks  a  new  era  in  that  country;  for  years  the  women  of  the  higher 
circles  have  mingled  in  the  social  life  of  the  city,  but  anything  like  a 
feminist   movement  was  unknown). 

A  newspaper  of  Mexico  City  commenting  on  this  new  organiza- 
tion says:  "International  Feminine  Association  Cosmos  is  the  name  of 
an  entirely  new  group  which  has  been  formed  recently  through  the 
courage  of  Senora  Aurelia  Borquez.  It  is  without  a  doubt  one  of  the 
most  interesting  social  events  of  the  age.  It  proposes  to  attract  the 
so-called  weaker  sex  of  all  nationalities  to  form  a  nucleus  that  will 
endeavor  to  elevate  the  intellectual,  moral  and  economical  level  of 
women. 

Senora  Borquez  has  resided  for  many  years  in  the  U.  S.  and  is  the 
author  of  several  textbooks  which  have  been  adopted  in  many  of  their 
schools.  She  is  a  woman  of  culture  and  character,  and  this  added  to 
her  knowledge  of  life,  assures  the  success  of  this  venture. 

Senora  Borquez  says  she  regrets  profoundly  the  lack  of  fraternity 
among  the  women  of  different  nationalities,  and  one  of  the  principal 
aims  of  this  association,  is  to  make  it  a  bond  of  union  among  the  women 
of  all  nationalities  and  to  establish  among  them  a  cultural  as  well  as 
a  social  union."

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SUMMER  READING 

Reading  requires  leisure,  and  summer  seems  to  bring  an  increase 
of  leisure  to  the  American  home.  Domestic  duties  relax;  every  one 
dreams  of  the  mountains  or  the  sea.  The  question  is  not,  Are  you 
going  anywhere  this  summer?  but,  Where  are  you  going?  And  the 
vacation  spirit  heralds  most  of  all  a  time  for  books.  But  I  think  we 
sometimes  misjudge  the  power  of  leisure  and  too  often  demand  that 
our  reading  be  "light,"  when  truly  leisure  is  a  time  for  the  best  reading 
that  we  can  do.  Why  should  we  read,  in  summer,  books  that  would 
not  claim  our  attention  at  any  other  time?  If  a  book  is  worth  reading, 
it  is  supremely  worth  reading  in  summer,  when  everything  invites  us  to 
undisturbed  contemplation,  when  the  more  than  usual  beauty  of  nature 
stimulates  us  to  higher  thought. 

I    wonder    if    I    may    begin    my    suggestions    by    recalling    some    old 

favorites those   who   have    read    them   will    forgive    my    enthusiasm;    and 

those  to   whom  they  are   new  will  perhaps   owe   me   a   debt   of   gratitude. 

There  is  that  charming  book,  The  Private  Papers  of  Henry  Rycroft, 
written  by  George  Gissing,  an  appealing  figure  of  literary  history,  a 
novelist  of  great  sincerity  and  deep  humanity.  Frank  Swinnerton  has 
written  his  life it  reads  like  a  novel. 

Then  there  is  the  Amazing  Marriage  by  that  giant,  George  Meredith, 
to  me  the  most  alluring  of  all  his  wondrous  tales,  although  the  Egoist 
and  Diana  of  the  Crossways  have  a  constant  following.  The  Way  of 
All   Flesh,    by   Samuel   Butler,    the   most   inspiring   pessimist    I    know;    The 

Social  Unsocialist,   by  George  Bernard  Shaw the  work  of  his   early  but 

not  unripe  years  for  George  Bernard  Shaw  has  always  been  George 
Bernard  Shaw.  George  Borrow,  the  Gypsey,  with  his  Romany  Rye,  fills 
a   romantic   spot   in   our  literary   memories. 

It  is  hard  to  mention  any  ONE  of  Henry  James'  long  list  of  delightful 

novels The  Portrait  of  a  Lady  and  Roderick  Hudson,    The   Wings   of  a 

Dove but  who  can  speak  of  favorites  where  all  are  favorites! 

Those  who  read  the  Mind  in  the  Making  will  enjoy  Human  Nature 

and  its  Remaking,  by  W.  E.  Hocking you  may  need  a  quiet  corner  but 

the  book  is  very  engaging.  Old  Wives'  Tales  is  probably  Arnold 
Bennett's  high  watermark;  The  Happy  Hypocrite,  by  Max  Beerbohm, 
must  never  be  forgotten.      If  you   must   read  Joseph   Hergesheimer,    read 

Java  Head it  is  written  with  consummate   artistry;  Mrs.    Martin's   Man, 

by  St.  John  Ervine,   you  should  read  some   time. 

I  do  not  know  whether  to  call  The  End  of  the  Chapter  old  or  new. 
It  is  by  Shane  Leslie  and  is  charming.  Shane  Leslie  has  a  new  book 
which  I  have  not  read,  but  I  believe  I  can  take  it  on  trust,  The  Oppidan.

THE  STORY  OF  THE  PRIZE  GAVEL  OF  THE  MINNESOTA 
FEDERATION  OF  WOMEN'S  CLUBS

Origin  and  Plan 

At  the  Mid-winter  meeting,  Feb.  12th,  1916,  of  the  Minnesota 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  the  proposition  for  the  State  Art  Com- 
mittee's Chairman  to  have  a  gavel  especially  designed  and  made  from 
historic  wood  for  a  prize,  was  unanimously  adopted.  This  when  pre- 
sented to  the  State  would  be  called  a  "Prize  Gavel,"  to  be  given  annually 
in  rotation,  to  that  district  which  had  the  largest  increase  of  clubs. 
The  gavel  represents  authority,  power  to  serve,  secure  order,  and 
justice. 

Materials  and  Historic  Source 

From  the  inception  of  the  idea  a  search  began  for  wood  to  make 
the  gavel,  and  a  box  to  hold  it,  which  should  be  of  historic  interest. 
There  are  four  pieces  of  oak,  and  one  each  of  cedar,  pine  and  walnut. 
In  the  eyes  of  the  ancients,  the  tree  by  its  changes  appeared  emblematic 
of  human  existence,  whilst  at  the  same  time  by  the  continuity  of  its  life 
was    regarded   as    immortal,    hence    called   sacred,    and   the    oak,    pine   and 


cedar  were  revered  as  such.  In  plant  life  the  cedar  is  an  emblem  of 
strength,  the  walnut  of  intellect,  the  pine  perpetuity,  and  the  oak  hos- 
pitality and  majesty,  and  these  qualities  are  very  symbolic  of  our 
organization  and  its  members. 

Every  district  was  asked  to  help  secure  the  wood  which  is  wholly 
the  product  of  Minnesota.      The   wood  is  from  the    following   sources: 

1.  Oak (a)       One  piece   is   from  the   home   of  Mrs.    M.   J.    Evans 

Huntington,  the  first  President  of  the  Minnesota  State  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  (1895-1899)  at  Northfield,  where  as  an  educator  she 
was  Dean  of  Women  at  Carlton  College  for  forty  years.  (b)  One 
piece  of  oak  is  from  the  old  Mission  House  erected  at  Red  Rock  on  the 
Mississippi  river  in  183  7,  seventy-nine  years  ago.  This  building  of 
hewn  oak  logs  was  built  for  the  Indian  Mission  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
at  Little  Crow's  Village,  through  the  effort  of  Rev.  Alfred  Brunson, 
Rev.  David  King  and  a  few  Indian  boys.  The  first  Superintendent 
resided  here.  The  piece  from  the  oak  plank  was  secured  through  the 
courtesy  of  Mr.  George  H.  Hazzard,  President  of  the  Territorial 
Pioneers.  (c)  Some  Oak  in  the  box  and  gravel  are  bits  from  the 
Minneapolis  Central  High  School,  obtained  during  some  alterations. 
This  building  was  the  first  High  School  erected  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Mississippi  river  after  St.  Anthony  and  Minneapolis  united  in  one  school 
district,  and  replaced  the  Union  Building  burned  in  1864.  Under  the 
Superintendency  of  O.  V.  Tousley  in  1874,  the  Fourth  Ave.  site  was 
purchased.  In  '75  it  was  voted  not  to  issue  bonds  to  the  extent  of 
$12,000  for  a  High  School,  but  finally  in  '77  the  contract  was  let  and  in 
1878  the  building  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  $85,000.  From  the  first- 
class  of  three  graduates  in  18  72,  to  18  in  '78  when  the  building  was 
completed,  there  have  been  several  thousand  under  the  principalship 
of  Prof.  J.  N.  Greer,  among  the  most  prominent  people  of  the  State. 
The  second  President  of  our  Federation,  Mrs.  L.  P.  Williams,  was 
formerly  a  teacher  here.  Here  began  the  foundation  for  art  in  City 
and  State  under  T.  J.  Richardson.  More  than  half  our  Presidents  have 
been  teachers.  (d)  The  handle  of  the  gavel  is  also  of  oak,  from  the 
library  woodwork  of  the  Art  Chairman  who  collected  all  of  the  material. 

2.  The  band  of  color  through  the  head  of  the  gavel  is  cedar, 
from  the  historical  old  Sibley  House,  built  in  1835,  at  Mendota,  on  the 
Minnesota  river.  As  the  home  of  General  Henry  H.  Sibley,  when  Ter- 
ritorial and  First  State  Governor  in  this  house,  the  first  Supreme  Court  of 
the  State  was  held.  All  of  the  material  for  this  building  was  gathered 
from  the  vicinity.  This  bit  of  cedar  I  picked  up  from  the  debris  when 
as   State   Regent    (19  10-12),    of   the   Daughters    of   American   Revolution, 


the  old  building  was  restored.  The  stone  and  interior  work  was  orig- 
inally done  with  the  aid  of  a  few  French  and  Indian  employees.  By 
changes  in  territorial  boundaries,  this  house  was  once  in  the  State  of, 
Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  one  of  the  Dakotas,  the  territory  of  Minne- 
sota, and  lastly  the  State  of  Minnesota.  It  is  hardly  possible  to  say  of : 
any  other  piece  of  wood  that  it  was  in  a  house  in  six  different  States, 
yet  never  moved. 

3.  The  dark  walnut  on  top  of  the  box  is  a  part  of  a  ruler  used  in 
one  of  the   early  schools   of   the   State. 

4.  The  pine  which  forms  the  bottom  of  the  box  is  from  our  own 
northern  forest,  for  whose  preservation  Mrs.  L.  P.  Williams  and  this 
Federation  worked   so  ardently  and   successfully. 

The  purposes  of  the  buildings  from  which  these  woods  were  secured 
are  educational,   religious  and  judicial. 

The  Design 

Both  gavel  and  box  were  designed  by  Mr.  H.  L.  Gilmore,  a  graduate 
of  the  Central  High,  Minneapolis,  and  later  of  the  Boston  Sloyd  School, 
and  who  is  now  at  the  head  of  the  Cabinet  Department  of  the  Wm.  H. 
Dunwoody  Industrial  Institute,  where  the  work  of  making  the  box  and 
gavel  was  so  well  done. 

The   Silver  Plates  for   Marking 

Through  the  cordial  co-operation  of  our  ex-State  Presidents  and 
our  present  officer  the  silver  plates  for  marking  were  made  from  coins 
from  the  money  contributed  for  this  purpose  by  all  of  those  living: 
Mrs.  M.  J.  Huntington,  Mrs.  P.  J.  Schwarg,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Washburn,  Mrs. 
E.  H.  Loyhed,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Atwood  and  Mrs.  W.  T.  Coe,  as  well  as  three 
memorial  pieces  given  for  those  who  have  passed  away:  Mrs.  L.  P. 
Williams,  Mrs.  E.  M.  La  Penotiere  and  Mrs.  C.  G.  Higbee,  whose  influ- 
ence is  still  with  us.  To  make  this  the  more  personal  and  representa- 
tive the  silver  coins  which  were  melted  into  these  plates  bore  the  dates 
of  the  administration  of  each  President,  as  far  as  possible.  Besides  the 
American  coins  I  contributed  two  which  were  gathered  in  foreign  tours. 
The  English  coin,  representative  of  the  Puritan  element,  which  has  been 
prominent  in  this  Minnesota  organization,  and  one  from  Holland,  in 
recognition  of  the  early  aid  to  our  fore-fathers.  The  marking  is  in  old 
English  on  a  frosted  silver  ground,  and  on  both  box  and  gavel  is: 
"Minnesota  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  1916."  This  unique  gavel 
was  presented  to  the  Minnesota  State  Federation  at  Anoka,  September 
21,  1916,  by  Mrs.  Cyrus  W.  Wells  and  received  for  the  State  by  the 
President,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Coe.

A  TREASURE  STORE  HOUSE 

Los  Angeles,  the  City  of  the  Queen  of  the  Angels!  The  mecca 
in  which  people  from  all  over  the  globe  congregate;  the  rapidly  growing 
metropolis  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Once  this  ancient  pueblo  was  the  center  of  culture  of  the  Spaniards 
who   settled   early   California. 

Where  are  the  landmarks  that  marked  the  highways  and  byways 
of  the  old  city?  Gone  are  Fort  Street  and  Fort  Hill,  the  site  of  the 
early  fortifications;  Downey  Avenue,  reminiscent  of  the  California 
governor  of  early  days!  This  once  stately  thoroughfare  lined  by  beau- 
tiful homes  set  in  palatial   gardens   is  a  thing   of  the   past. 

Where  is  Buena  Vista  Street?  Where  is  that  old  adobe  land- 
mark,   Pio    Pico's    home,    that    graced    one    of    our    main    thoroughfares? 

Modern  Los  Angeles  in  her  desire  to  compete  with  other  cities 
of  the  country  has  completely  effaced  all  our  early  landmarks,  and 
we,   her   citizens,    have   sat  by  without   a  protest. 

Long  before  the  Spanish  dons  inhabited  the  city,  the  California 
Indians  roamed  over  the  hills  and  valleys,  but  now  they  are  almost 
forgotten. 

Yes,  gone  are  the  days  of  long  ago.  Gone  are  the  landmarks  that 
spoke  of  the  ancient  pueblo,  La  Ciudad  de  la  Reina  de  Los  Angeles. 

How  many  residents  of  our  city  know  that  there  has  been  a 
concerted  effort  to  preserve  some  of  the  precious  relics  of  the  early 
civilization    of   this   glorious   Southwest? 

Out  on  the  hills  midway  between  Los  Angeles  and  Pasadena, 
towering  high  over  the  live  oaks  and  sycamores  that  fringe  the  Arroyo 
Seco  is  the  Southwest  Museum,  rich  in  its  precious  mementoes  of  our 
glorious  Southland,  this  museum  provides  free  of  charge  a  collegiate 
course  in  the  study  of  Indian  life;  of  the  implements  and  vessels,  dating 
from  the  stone  age  used  by  the  natives  of  the  Southwest.  Here  we 
find  wonderful  mementoes  of  the  Navajo;  of  the  Hopi;  of  the  Cliff 
Dwellers.  In  the  Hall  of  Fine  Arts  are  the  only  two  paintings  by 
Gustave  Dore  in  America;  here  are  rare  laces;  bronzes;  oriental  por- 
celains; collections  from  the  Old  Missions;  here  is  the  best  displayed 
collection  of  shells  in  America;  a  remarkable  collection  of  bells  loaned 
by  our   Mrs.   Burdette. 

How  is  this  museum  supported,  you  ask?  Entirely  by  private  sub- 
scription, and  now  in  order  to  enlarge  their  display  rooms,  the  museum 
is  seeking  5000  new  members  at  a  membership  of  $10  a  year.  Will 
you  help  ? 


The  Southwest  Museum  is  not  the  hobby  of  the  intellectuals,  nor 
the  show  case  of  the  rich.  It  is  the  hope,  the  inspiration  and  the  back- 
ground of  learning  for  the  masses.  It  should  be  the  example  to  the 
community  of  the  willingness  of  the  few  to  help  the  many.  It  is  service 
above  self. 

BOULDER  DAM  AND  THE  COLORADO  RIVER 

The  control  of  the  Colorado  river  and  the  Boulder  dam  project 
now  before  Congress  recalls  the  interesting  fact  that  Mrs.  H.  W.  R. 
Strong,  Ebell's  first  President,  advocated  the  impounding  of  the  waters 
of   the   Colorado   river   in  May,    1917. 

The  following  letter  written  to  the  66th  Congress  by  Mrs.  Strong 
in  which  she  urges  the  support  of  bill,  H.  R.  555,  introduced  by  Con- 
gressman Randall  of  Southern  California,  at  the  instance  of  Mrs.  Strong 
and  the  Whittier  Chamber  of  Commerce,  shows  her  foresight  and 
vision  as  to  the  possibilities  of  power  projects  in  connection  with  the 
Colorado  river: 
Copy  of  a  letter  sent  to  each  Senator  and  Representative  66th  Congress; 

In  calling  your  attention  again  to  the  Grand  Canyon  of  the  Colo- 
rado,  it  is  with  the  assured  feeling  that  you  will  listen  with  open  mind. 

Over  and  above  and  beyond,  paramount  to  all  other  questions, 
must  be  the  control  of  the  devastating  floods.      This  is  today  our  National 

menace:     IT  IS  IMPOSSIBLE  TO  CONTROL  FLOODS  WHEN  THEY 

REACH  THE  LEVEL.  In  the  history  of  the  world  it  has  never  been 
done,  and  only  the  United  States  Government  has  equipment  in  engi- 
neers and  money  to   do  this  work  and  do   it   right. 

The  present  movement  inaugurated  in  1917  has  not  materially 
changed  in  aspect.  There  was  then  a  need  for  war  foods with  pros- 
pective need  for  homes  for  our  returning  soldiers.  These  necessities 
remain. 

Since    my    plans    were    perfected    for    source    conservation    of    flood 

waters    in     1887,    there    have    been    damages    inconceivable    in    money 

millions  upon  millions  each  year  in  washing  away  good  soils  in  large 
areas,   besides   the    expensive   work   done    on   embankments. 

The  provisions  asked  for  in  the  present  legislation  are  construc- 
tive, remedial,  preventive,  and  devoid  of  speculation:  Count  the  flood 
damages  annually  recurring  with  the  cost  of  embankment  works  and 
you  will  have  an  amount  that  would  construct  the  dams  necessary  to 
check  the  floods. 

After  the  dams  are  built  there  will  be  a  large  increase  of  water 
stored  for  agricultural  purposes,  besides  water  power  for  hydro-electric 
energy.      Each  dam  could  be  made  a  new  Niagara  Falls,   besides  supply- 


ing   the    lands    with    water    that    the    Secretary    of   the    Interior    desires   to 

prepare  for   homes  for   our   soldiers lands  now  worthless,    desert   lands, 

but  with  the  same  potentialities  that  slumbered  undisturbed  in  that 
marvelous  Imperial  Valley,  now  the  richest  on  earth,  until  the  magic 
vivifying  influence   of  water   made  the   desert  blossom  as  the    rose. 

As  an  engineering  proposition,  more  water  can  be  stored  at  less 
cost  than  by  any  other  system.      It  is  safer,  without  danger  of  breakage. 

The    Grand    Canyon    river    bed    and   sides    1000    feet    high    are    granite 

bedrock.  The  material  is  at  hand.  The  blasted  rock  is  ready  for  the 
builder  without  cost  of  transportation.  The  dams  will  be  narrow  and 
high,  tied  to  the  granite  sides.  The  surface  of  the  river  being  raised 
to  the  top  of  the  dams,  it  becomes  a  moving,  living  steam,  life  giving, 
and  the  project  when  completed  the  entire  length  of  the  Canyon  would 
be  more  than  the  eighth  wonder  of  the  world,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
miles  of  river  from  250  to  1000  feet  deep  interspersed  with  water  falls! 
Thus  the   scenic  value  of  the   Canyon  would  be   greatly   increased. 

The  plans  for  handling  the  water  problems  suggested  by  specula- 
tors are  chiefly  two:  Beginning  with  the  land,  "put  water  on  it."  For 
electricity,  "construct  dams  for  this  purpose,"  at  great  cost,  and  have 
the  Government  guarantee  the  net  investment  after  fifty  years  of 
profit  making. 

It  is  so  simple  and  sensible  to  begin  right,  with  Government  con- 
structing dams  to  check  the  floods  and  thus  automatically  is  created 
the  water  supply  for  land  and  power  for  electricity.  We  have  over 
600,000  acres  of  desert  land  in  and  around  Imperial  Valley  needing 
more  water  from  the  Colorado,  yet  it  was  stated  in  the  Senate  a  few 
days  ago  that  the  United  States  should  buy  desert  lands  from  Mexico 
and  use  Colorado  water  on  these  lands.  It  is  not  the  desert  lands  that 
the  proponants  wish  us  to  buy  but  the  valuable  land  that  returns  mil- 
lions each  year  to  the  American  claimants.  Let  us  cultivate  American 
soil  and  use  American  water  thereon.  Also  in  the  new  Grand  Canyon 
National  Park  Bill,  Section  7,  is  of  doubtful  meaning  and  should  be 
elucidated   and    clarified   by   the   new  bill. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  1  am  asking  you  to  support  the  present  bill 
to  immediately  utilize  the  Grand  Canyon  and  thus  secure  flood  control 
by  storage  reservoirs,  and  provide  thereby,  water  for  homes  for  our 
returned  soldiers,  and  electricity  for  all  uses,  to  be  held  by  the  Govern- 
ment and  disposed  of  at  a  profit,  the  money  to  go  towards  paying  the 
war   bonds   without    taxing    the    people.

PRESERVE  OUR  NATIONAL  PARKS 


Coming  from  the  extreme  eastern  edge  of  the  continent,  the  fol- 
owing  editorial  taken  from  the  Concord  (N.  H.)  Monitor  is  unusually 
nteresting  to  the  citizens  of  California: 

"A    few   years   ago    when    the    late    Franklin    K.    Lane    devoted    some 

:>f  his  time  and  effort  to  forwarding  the  campaign  to  save  the   redwoods 

great    deal    of    public    interest    was    shown.       Then    general    attention 

wandered  to  new  interests  and  people  appeared  to  assume   that  the   red- 

|  woods  were  all  saved. 

"There  is  before  Congress  now  a  bill  which  will  transform  the  old 
Sequoia  National  Park  in  California  into  a  Sequoia-Roosevelt  National 
Park.  The  park  area  will,  be  increased  from  252  square  miles  to  1  100 
square  miles.  That  sounds  like  progress.  The  name  of  Roosevelt  con- 
veys the  impression  that  proper  conservation  measures  have  been 
observed.  Yet  it  is  announced  that  the  new  park  boundaries  fail  to 
include  105  square  miles  of  the  original  park.  That  area  contains 
30  per  cent  of  the  remaining  redwood  trees.  Among  them  are  250 
trees  1  0  feet  or  more  in  diameter.  What  their  fate  will  be  when  once 
they  are  outside  the  protected  park  area  is  not  difficult  to  imagine. 

"Perhaps  there  is  as  yet  no  definite  project  for  turning  over  to  the 
saw  mills  those  fine  old  representatives  of  a  fast  disappearing  race  of 
trees.  Yet  the  possibility  is  only  too  apparent.  It  is  a  good  thing  to 
establish  the  new  park  with  its  increased  area,  but  the  giant  redwoods 
should  not  be  abandoned.  The  105  square  miles  on  which  they  stand 
ought  to  be  kept  safely  within   the  park  boundaries. 

The  preservation  of  California's  splendid  redwoods  is  indeed  a 
national    interest.       That    was    Roosevelt's    strong    impression." 

In  connection  with  this  article  and  the  creation  of  the  Roosevelt- 
Sequoia  National  Park,  we  are  at  once  reminded  of  the  grave  situation 
now  menacing  the  future  of  our  national   parks.      Here  is  the   situation: 

Before  the  Barbour  Bill  to  create  the  Roosevelt-Sequoia  National 
Park  was  introduced  in  Congress,  the  Los  Angeles  City  Government 
applied  to  the  Water  Power  Commission  to  dam  the  imposing  Tehipite 
Valley  and  the  magnificent  King's  River  Canyon,  but  the  Water  Power 
Commission  has  not  yet  decided  the  application.  Later  on,  the  Barbour 
Bill  of  course  enclosed  these  canyons  in  the  proposed  national  park, 
where  they  belong.  Both  compare  in  scenic  magnificence  with  the 
Yosemite   Valley. 

Representative  Osborne's  amendment  will  be  based  on  the  priority 
of  the  water  power  application,  and  will  provide  that  Roosevelt-Sequoia 
National  Park  be  created  subject  to  the  Water  Power  Commission's 
decision  of  the  application  later  on. 


Los  Angeles  does  not  need  this  water  power  for  we  already  have 
ample  water  power  right  here  at  home.  If  this  bill  is  passed  with  the 
Osborne  amendment,  it  not  only  means  the  destruction  of  the  natural 
beauty  of  these  valleys  but  it  establishes  a  dangerous  precedent  by 
allowing  power  dams  to  be   constructed  in  other  national  parks 

Let  every  one  of  us  protest  this  desecration  of  the  scenic  wonders 
of  our  land.  Write  to  Representative  Osborne  and  tell  him  you  oppose 
this  amendment,  and  as  a  voting  constituent  ask  his  support  of  the 
Barbour  Bill  as  presented  by  Senator  Barbour

At  the  tea  given  in  honor  of  the  twenty-first  birthday  of  the  State 
Federation,  the  War  Service  Memorial  Committee  exhibited  for  the 
first  time  Julia  Bracken  Wendt's  design  for  Ebell's  Memorial  Fountain. 
The  noble,  majestic  figures  of  liberty  and  peace,  guarded  by  the  Amer- 
ican soldier  and  brooded  over  by  the  American  Eagle,  seemed  to  fill 
the  room  with  their  strength  and  beauty,  and  elicited  many  expressions 
of  admiration  from   the   guests. 

The  model  was  exhibited  the  next  day  in  Bovard  Hall  before  the 
general  convention.  So  far  as  we  can  learn  Ebell's  War  Service  Me- 
morial will  be  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  erected  by  any  club  in  the 
United   States.

GIFTS  FROM  EBELL'S  MEMBERS 

In  the  past  few  weeks  there  have  come  to  Ebell's  bookshelves  three 
delightful  volumes;  two,  the  brain  children  of  our  own  members;  the 
third  is  the  tribute  of  a  daughter,  who  collected  the  poems  and  com- 
piled them  as  a  birthday  gift  to  the  author  upon  his  eighty-second 
anniversary. 

"The  River's  Dragon  Bride,"  by  Lena  Leonard  Fisher  (Mrs.  j.  F.), 
the  author  calls  "my  memory  beads  of  a  recent  visit  to  that  country  that 
used  to  be  spoken  of  as  'the  Land  of  the  Yellow  Dragon'."  The  book 
is  written  in  prose  so  musical  that  each  line  seems  a  poem  in  itself: 
"O  China!  Are  you  yourself  the  Pretty  Princess  whom  today  your 
enemies,  after  stripping  you  of  your  jewels,  both  national  and  material, 
would  consign  to  your  doom  beneath  the  murky  waters  of  the  River 
of  Oblivion?" 

It  is  no  surprise  to  those  who  know  her,  to  find  that  our  own  Gene 
Stratton-Porter  has  expressed  in  words  the  poetry  that  has  long  filled 
her  soul,  for  she  has  said  that  California  had  long  inspired  her  with  a 
desire  to  breathe  its  charms  in  verse. 

Her  volume,  "The  Fire  Bird,"  is  a  narrative  poem  full  of  the  fire 
and  vigor  of  our  first  Americans,  the  Indians.  The  beauty  of  its  lines 
may  be   gleaned  from  this  extract  from  the    "Wonder  Dance": 

"It  was  a  dance  of  moonlight  and  moon  madness, 
Of   sign   love   talk,    of   eyes   asking    great    gifts, 
Of  swift  feet   stamping  like   the    roebuck 
And  singing  bead  and  shell  trinket  music, 
So   that  all  the  night  was   softly  lighted 
With  strange  visions  flower  sweet." 

Samuel  Ullman's  poems,  collected  by  his  daughter-in-law,  our  Mrs. 
Sidney  J.  Ullman,  is  entitled  "From  the  Summit  of  Years  Four  Score." 
The  poem   "Day"  breathes  of  a  philosophy  that  only  time   can  teach: 

"If  life  has  naught  for  us  beyond  this  earth; 
A  few  brief  cheering  years,   then  starless  night; 
If  that  which  stirs  our  hearts,   that  inner  light, 
Is  but  a  hope  which  in  our  fear  has  birth; 


If  only  these,  we  have:  bright  childhood's  dreams, 

Youth's    forward    urge,    strong    manhood's    doughty    deeds, 

The  sweet  old  age  which  loving  memory  feeds, 

These  were  enough,  though  false  all  future  gleams. 

To   view  one   dawn  is  worth  a  lifetime's  price; 

To  greet  one  Spring,   that  will  old  griefs  repay; 

To  trust  one  friend,   makes   glad  the  Pilgrim's  way. 

Though  night  come  fast,  those  with  our  heart  suffice 

Give   me   belief  and   hope  beyond  the   night, 
Beyond  the  ended  day,  unending  light." 

LOS  ANGELES  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SCHOOL 

Public  libraries  have  an  important  part  to  play  in  civic  develop- 
ment as  "well  as  in  the  diffusion  of  knowledge.  Librarians  link  books 
and  people  and  in  addition  they  contribute  to  social,  scientific  and 
artistic   progress. 

The  profession  gives  scope  for  the  exercise  and  development  of  indi- 
vidual scholarship  and  skill,  and  a  wide  range  of  choice  in  different 
fields.

Ewart  Williams,  one  of  the  leading  tenors  of  Los  Angeles,  is  tenor 
soloist  of  the  Pacific  Palisades  Quartet  and  the  Wilshire  Methodist 
Church  Quartet.  He  has  studied  extensively  in  the  east  as  well  as  on 
the   Pacific   coast. 

Few  men  on  the  lecture  platform  today  are  better  known  or  in 
greater  demand  than  Mr.  Baumgardt,  whom  Ebell  claims  as  her  own; 
for  did  not  Ebell  "discover"  Mr.  Baumgardt?  The  Director  of  the 
League  for  Political  Education  in  New  York  City  says  of  him:  "I  regard 
him  as  one  of  the  most  useful  and  desirable  lecturers  now  available." 
The  Arts  and  Sciences  Bulletin  of  Columbia  University  has  this  to  say 
of  the  man  who  makes  his  home  in  Los  Angeles:  "His  remarkable  skill 
as  a  lecturer,  combined  with  an  inexhaustible  fund  of  information,  keeps 
him  in  continual  demand  in  this  country  and  abroad."  We  are  indeed 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  present  him  during  the  first  month  of  the 
Club  year. 

Miss  Lila  van  Kirk  has  made  the  country  of  Italy  her  specialty  and 
her  series  of  Italian  lectures  are  the  outcome  of  an  article  written  upon 
that  country,  its  cities  and  peoples,  their  art  and  civilization.  During 
the  World  War  Miss  van  Kirk  spoke  under  the  auspices  of  the  Italian 
Government,  and  since  then  has  spoken  before  many  clubs  and  in  uni- 
versities throughout  America.  Being  a  lover  of  art  and  a  landscape 
painter  herself,  she  has  colored  the  views  shown  in  her  talks.  The 
lecture  on  Rome  is  the  first  she  has  given  in  Los  Angeles. 

Gilmor  Brown,  the  director  of  the  Pasadena  Community  Playhouse 
and  chairman  of  the  Drama  League  of  America  Committee  on  Little 
Theatres,  has  formed  a  group  of  players,  mostly  professional,  to  put  on 
plays  of  greatest  worth  before  women's  clubs  and  other  organizations;  he, 
himself  appearing  personally  in  each  play,  thereby  insuring  its  success. 
We   anticipate    much   pleasure  frpm   the   presentation    of   the   Shaw   play. 

Among  the  younger  men  who  are  coming  to  the  front  in  the  realm 
of  the  theatre  in  America,  in  recent  years,  none  is  doing  more  notable 
work  than  Gilmor  Brown,  in  his  capacity  as  director  of  the  Pasadena 
Community  Playhouse.  By  reason  of  its  expressionist  production  of 
"King  Lear"  in  January  last,  the  Bookman  declared  it  to  be  second  only 
to  the  noted  Provincetown  Players,  generally  regarded  as  the  leading 
Little  Theatre  of  America.  In  recognition  of  his  work,  Mr.  Brown  was 
invited  to  give  the  course  in  Community  Drama  at  the  Drama  League 
Institute,  in  Chicago,  last  year  and  this.  As  a  player,  Mr.  Brown's 
services  are  much  in  demand.  Two  years  ago  he  was  one.  of  the  guest 
stars  with  the  Detroit  Symphony  Players;  he  has  made  frequent  appear- 
ances in  the  Greek  Theatre  at  Berkeley — three  of  them  during  the 
current  summer  season.

-omposer-pianist;  Miss  Elinor  Remick  Warren,  composer-pianist;  Mrs 
William  Mabee,  soprano;  Miss  Marie  E.  Neahr,   reader. 

An  especially  interesting  feature  of  the  program  was  the  rendition 
of  some  of  Mrs.  Ross's  early  Spanish-Californian  Folk  songs,  by  Mrs. 
Mabee. 

Ebell  has  been  indebted  many  times  in  the  past  to  both  Mrs.  Mabee 
and  Mrs.  Ross;  these  busy  women  are  always  ready  to  respond  to  the 
call  and  their  artistry  has  again   made  Ebell's  fame  known  abroad.

The  Wednesday  Guest  Luncheons  last  year  proved  to  be  one  of 
Ebell's  most  popular  features.  These  luncheons  are  Ebell's  point  of 
contact  with  the  outside  world.  The  one  drawback  in  connection 
with  these  luncheons  was  the  small  number  of  members  that  could  be 
accommodated.  For  that  reason  the  Executive  Committee  has  decided 
to  limit  the  number  of  guests.  Members  will  receive  two  (2)  guest  privi- 
lege cards,  half  yearly,  with  their  other  guest  cards,  which  must  be  pre- 
ented       when    guest    luncheon    tickets    are    purchased. 

No  member  of  the  Club  may  use  more  than  one  guest  card  at  any 
luncheon. 

The  luncheon  tickets  will  be  60c  each  and  guest  luncheon  tickets 
will   be   75c   each. 

The  Club  has  always  paid  the  overhead  charges  in  connection 
with  all  the  luncheons,  and  last  year  the  cost  of  luncheons  left  a  deficit 
in  the  Club  treasury.  For  that  reason  the  Executive  Committee  finds 
it  necessary  to  raise  the  price  of  luncheon  tickets,  hoping  that  this 
may    cover   overhead    expense.

SAVE  THE  REDWOODS  LEAGUE 

A  beautiful  stand  of  redwood  timber  has  been  saved  as  the  Gould 
Memorial  Grove,  through  the  efforts  of  the  Save  the  Redwoods  League 
and  the  State  Forestry  Board.  This  grove  is  located  in  Humboldt  County, 
directly  on  the  state  highway,  leading  from  San  Francisco  to  Eureka. 
The  grove  consists  of  60  acres  of  some  of  the  finest  redwoods  in  the 
state.  Through  the  mediation  of  the  Save  the  Redwoods  League, 
financial  aid  was  given  toward  the  purchase  of  this  grove  by  Mrs. 
Frederick  Saltonstall  Gould  of  Santa  Barbara,  and  it  was  named  in  honor 
of  her  husband,  who  was  an  ardent  naturalist  and  a  great  lover  of  trees. 

California  lost  one  of  its  pioneer  artists  and  nature  lovers  recently 
in  the  passing  of  Andrew  P.  Hill.  While  the  work  of  his  brush  has 
proclaimed  him  one  of  our  foremost  artists,  lovers  of  nature  regard  as 
his  greatest  work,  the  saving  of  Redwood  Park  in  the  Great  Basin,  Santa 
Cruz  County,  for  future  generations.  Because  of  his  work  in  perpetuat- 
ing this  stand  of  redwoods,  which  contains  some  of  the  largest  and  oldest 
trees  in  the  world,  Mr.  Hill  was  known  as  the  "Father  of  California 
Redwood  Park."

INTERNATIONAL  CONFERENCE  OF  SETTLEMENT  WORKERS 

Mrs.  Philip  Gengembre  Hubert,  a  Past  President  of  Ebell,  attended 
the  recent  International  Conference  of  Settlement  Workers  held  in 
London. 

"It  is  characteristic  of  the  reticence,  sincerity,  individualism  and 
parochialism  of  settlement  residents  that  they  should  have  waited  twenty 
years  after  they  had  become  an  international  force  before  holding  a  first 
international  gathering,"  says  a  writer  in  the  Survey. 

Two  hundred  delegates  congregated  from  America,  England, 
France,   Germany,   Holland,   Japan  and  Sweden. 

"The  thought  of  the  conference  settled  around  three  main  topics: 
the  relation  between  capital  and  labor;  the  duty  of  educators  toward 
the  intellectual  powers  and  needs  of  working  people;  the  necessity  of 
settlements  to  continue  their  work  of  examining  the  fundamental  social 
institutions." 

The  great  personality  of  Canon  Barnett,  founder  of  the  first  Settle- 
ment House,  Tonybee  Hall,  overshadowed  the  conference.  "The  present 
evolution  of  settlement  work  is  contained  in  his  thought  and  spirit,  and 
no  single  development  of  initiative  was  brought  to  light  in  the  conference 
which  was  not  implied  in  his  thought  and  work." 

Abbe  Violet  of  Paris  in  a  notable  address  said:  "Children  must  be 
brought  to  see  the  truth,  beyond  their  individual  needs  and  desires,  by 
training  the  heart  and  the  affections.  Education  in  family  ideals,  in  the 
duties  of  citizenship,  in  the  obligations  of  professional  life,  in  the  public 
responsibilities   of   employers,   trades   unions   and   consumers   is   needed." 


A  SURVEY  OF  SOME  OF  THE  MEASURES  ON  THE 
NOVEMBER  BALLOT 

At  the  general  election  on  November  7th  the  citizens  of  California 
will  place  the  stamp  of  their  approval  or  disapproval  upon  thirty 
measures  to  be  submitted  at  that  time.  With  the  privilege  of  citizenship 
comes  the  personal  responsibility  for  the  laws  on  our  statute  books  as 
well  as  for  the  men  who  administer  them,  therefore  the  voter  should 
scrutinize  carefully  not  only  the  measures  themselves,  but  the  process 
by    which    they    are    placed    upon    the    ballot. 

According  to  our  State  Constitution  three  types  of  measures  must 
be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their  vote,  in  addition  to  bond  issues. 
1 .  Constitutional  amendments,  which  must  first  receive  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  both  houses  of  the  legislature  in  the  form  of  a  joint  resolution 
before  being  submitted  to  the  people  at  the  next  general  election.  2. 
Referendum  measures:  These  are  measures  which  have  received  a 
majority  vote  of  each  house  of  the  state  legislature  and  been  signed 
by  the  Governor,  but  which  were  prevented  from  becoming  operative 
until  submitted  to  the  people  at  the  next  general  election  by  a  petition 
signed  by  eight  per  cent  of  the  votes  cast  for  Governor  at  the  last 
general  election.  3.  Initiative  measures:  These  are  measures  placed 
upon  the  ballot  thorugh  a  petition  signed  by  eight  per  cent,  of  the  votes 
cast  for  Governor  at  the  last  general  election  and  if  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  become  laws.  The  measure  is  usually  prepared  by  a 
small  group  of  interested  people,  the  signatures  are  solicited  by  agents 
who  receive  from  three  to  five  cents  for  each  signature,  many  of  those 
who  sign  have  a  very  vague  or  absolutely  no  knowledge  of  the  purpose 
of  the  petition.  The  measure  has  never  been  before  the  legislature 
with  the  attendant  publicity.  Many  times  the  average  voter  has  little 
or  no  opportunity  to  hear  arguments  for  or  against  it.  An  initiative 
measure,  if  adopted  by  the  people,  can  be  repealed  or  amended  only 
by  the  initiative.  It  is  evident  therefore  that  a  very  grave  responsi- 
bility rests  upon  the  citizen  in  deciding  upon  the  merits  of  these 
measures. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  important  measures  on  the  ballot: 
No.  27.  This  is  an  initiative  measure  providing  that  initiative 
petitions  relating  to  taxation  shall  require  the  signature  of  fifteen  in- 
stead of  eight  per  cent,  of  the  votes  cast  for  Governor  at  the  last  general 
election.  This  will  affect  taxation  measures  only  and  not  welfare  or 
educational    measures   which   will    still    require   but   eight   per   cent. 

No.  2.  The  Wright  Law.  The  eighteenth  amendment  to  the 
Federal  Constitution,  although  ratified  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the 
states,   could  become   operative  only  through   an   enabling  act  providing 


for  its  enforcement.  The  Volstead  Act,  adopted  by  Congress,  provides 
that  any  state  may  adopt  an  act  which  will  place  the  enforcement  of 
the  Volstead  Act  under  the  control  of  the  state.  By  the  repudiation 
of  the  Harris  Bill  through  a  referendum  at  the  last  general  election, 
the  bootleggers  and  illegal  purveyors  of  liquor  justly  imply  that  the 
majority  of  the  citizens  of  California  approve  these  unlawful  acts.  The 
Wright  Bill  must  be  adopted  at  this  election  to  prove  to  the  country 
that  the  citizens  of  California  do  uphold  the  Constitution;  to  force 
respect  for  and  obedience  to  the  law  upon  aliens  and  citizens  engaged 
in  this  unlawful  traffic;  to  provide  sufficient  machinery  for  such  enforce- 
ment since  the  Federal  forces  in  California  are  numerically  unable  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Volstead  Act. 

No.  19.  The  California  Water  and  Power  Act.  This  is  an  initia- 
tive measure  proposing  a  constitutional  amendment.  It  creates  a 
board  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  whose  duty  will  be  to  develop  and  control  the  waters  of  the 
state  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  people,  and  provides  a  bond  issue 
of  five  hundred  million  dollars  to  finance  the  work.  This  measure  is 
arousing  more  discussion  than  any  on  the  ballot.  Its  proponents  claim: 
!.,  That  this  act  is  necessary  to  conserve  the  waters  of  the  state  for 
the  benefit  of  the  people;  2,  That  the  proposed  bond  issue  is  not  ex- 
cessive, that  the  bonds  will  not  be  sold  at  once,  and  can  only  be  issued 
and  sold  by  a  finance  committee  composed  of  elected  officers  of  the 
state,  that  the  interest  and  principal  will  be  paid  by  the  returns  from 
the  sale  of  water  and  power;  3,  That  only  such  powers  are  asked  for  the 
Board  as  are  necessary  to  do  business,  that  the  members  are  under  the 
control  of  the  legislature,  that  the  power  to  appoint  all  necessary  em- 
ployees and  fix  their  compensation  will  not  build  a  political  machine  as 
these  employees  are  under  civil  service  regulations.  Its  opponents 
reply:  1,  That  the  state  now  has  sovereign  right  over  the  waters  of 
the  state  and  under  Federal  law  cannot  give  away,  lease  or  sell  the 
water;  2,  That  the  proposed  bond  issue  is  one-eighth  of  all  the  total 
assessed  value  of  the  state,  and  the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  state 
is  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  these 
bonds,  that  the  finance  committee,  so  created,  has  no  discretionary 
powers,  but  must  issue  and  sell  the  bonds  decided  upon  by  the  Board, 
that  the  act  provides  for  the  appropriation  from  the  general  fund  in 
the  state  treasury  of  such  sums  annually  as  are  needed  to  pay  the 
interest  and  principal  of  the  bonds  and  that  this  sum  shall  be  collected 
by  taxation  in  addition  to  the  other  required  revenues  of  the  state,  or 
to  avoid  this  appropriation  from  the  general  fund  the  finance  com- 
mittee, with  the  consent  of  the  Governor,  may  issue  additional  bonds 
to  pay  such  interest  and  principal  as  it  becomes  due,   that  the  act  pro- 


vides  that  all  revenues  from  the  sale  of  water  and  power  shall  be  ap- 
plied first  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  Board  and  second  to 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest,  and  there  is  nothing  in  the  act 
to  prevent  the  expenses  at  all  times  requiring  all  the  revenues;  3,  That 
the  powers  granted  to  the  Board  in  the  act  are  dangerous,  since  no 
expert  knowledge  is  demanded  of  the  appointees  to  this  Board,  that 
the  power  of  eminent  domain  as  provided  in  this  act  is  destructive  to 
personal  liberty  and  the  right  of  private  property,  that  under  the  act 
the  employees  appointed  by  the  Board  are  only  under  such  civil  service 
regulations    as    the    Board    may    provide. 

No.  17.  This  is  a  proposed  constitutional  amendment  designed  to 
remove  any  uncertainty  concerning  the  rights  of  cities,  counties,  irriga- 
tion districts,  or  other  political  subdivisions  to  co-operate  with  each 
other,  with  political  subdivisions  of  other  states,  and  with  the  Federal 
government,  in  utilizing  and  controlling  interstate  streams.  It  is  pro- 
posed primarily  in  view  of  the  Colorado  River  development. 

No.  5.  State  Housing  Act.  The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Housing 
warns  againnt  this  referendum  measure  because  it  will  not  tend  to 
promote  good  housing  nor  prevent  bad  housing.  Under  the  present 
law  rear  tenements  cannot  be  erected  on  lots  having  no  street  front- 
age for  such  tenements.  This  proposed  law  will  permit  them  to  be 
erected  with  a  passage  through  a  front  building  of  unlimited  length  but 
of  a  certain  heighth  and  width.  The  width  of  stairways  is  reduced 
to  three  feet  and  the  number  required  from  two  to  not  less  than  one 
for  each  4,000  square  feet,  or  part  thereof,  of  floor  space  in  any  one 
floor  above  the  ground.  There  is  also  a  letting  down  of  the  regulations 
regarding   toilet   walls   and    sewer    flushing    devices. 

No.  4.  Land  Settlement  Act.  This  gives  to  a  Veterans*  Wel- 
fare Board  the  power  to  buy  large  tracts  of  land  to  be.  divided  and 
sold  to  veterans  of  the  late  war,  who  were  citizens  of  California  at  the 
time  of  their  enlistment,  on  term  payments  of  twenty  years  with  interest 
at  five  per  cent;  or,  if  able  to  pay  ten  per  cent  of  the  price  of  a  home 
or  farm,  a  veteran  may  apply  to  the  Board,  who  will  appraise  the 
property  and  on  approval  will  advance  the  remainder  of  the  price  on 
the   same   terms   as  the   settlement  act. 

Nos.  1  and  3.  These  will  make  valid  the  proposed  bond  issue 
of   ten   million    dolllars   to    finance    the   Veterans*    Welfare   Board.

Of  interest  to  Ebell  members,  as  well  as  to  all  music  lovers,  is 
the  announcement  of  the  publication  of  Spanish-Californian  Folk  Songs 
by  our  Mrs.  Gertrude  Ross.  This  is  a  cycle  of  early  Spanish-Californian 
Folk  Songs,  harmonized  by  Mrs.  Ross  and  produced  by  the  publishers  in 
a  rarely  beautiful  edition.

PROGRAM  NOTES 

Mrs.  Basil  Clarke  was  one  of  Herbert  Hoover's  efficient  helpers 
in  caring  for  the  children  of  Belgium.  After  the  United  States  entered 
the  war,  she  was  one  of  six  prominent  women  speakers  under  Mr. 
Hoover's  supervision,  speaking  in  behalf  of  food  conservation.  Mrs. 
Clarke  is  a  brilliant  speaker  and  has  a  constructive  message  regarding 
Women's  Place  in  Permanent  Peace. 


Possessed  of  a  remarkably  clear  and  full  contralto,  Estelle  Heartt 
Dreyfus  takes  first  rank  in  Southern  California  musical  circles.  She 
gives  much  thought  and  care  to  the  construction  of  her  programs, 
permeating  herself  with  the  atmosphere  of  each  type.  In  "Traditional 
Themes,"  the  program  Mrs.  Dreyfus  is  planning  for  Ebell,  she  has 
combined  this  quality  of  intellectual  interest  with  her  artistry.  David 
Bruno  Usher,  in  the  Pacific  Coast  Musical  Review,  says:  Estelle  Heartt- 
Dreyfus  is  a  poet  of  the  voice  who  has  that  rarest  of  all  poetic  qualities — 
she  brings  her  audience  within  the  circle  of  her  art."

In  1919,  the  prize  of  the  Poetry  Society  for  the  best  poem  of  the 
year  went  to  "The  Song  of  Three  Friends"  which,  together  with  "The 
Song  of  Hugh  Glass"  and  "The  Song  of  the  Indian  Wars,"  form  a  cycle 
of  epics,  perpetuating  the  legends  of  the  early  days  of  the  pioneers,  who 
conquered  the  land  west  of  the  Missouri  River  during  the    19th  century. 

Because  of  this  worthy  achievement,  Mr.  Neihardt  has  recently  been 
made  poet  laureate  of  Nebraska  by  the  Legislature  of  that  State.  Henry 
Van  Dyke  writes  of  him:  "John  Masefield  has  well  earned  honors  by 
his  gift  of  telling  a  story  in  verse.  I  think  John  Neihardt's  is  as  good.

RED  CROSS 

Today,  even  as  in  the  dark  days  of  1917-1919,  you  are  urged  to 
rally  to  the  support  of  the  greatest  ameliorating  agency  in  the  world — 
The  American  Red  Cross — whose  Annual  Roll  Call  will  again  be  sounded 
on  Armistice  Day,  November  the  eleventh  (Nov.  1  1th).  The  opportunity 
to  enroll  will  be  yours  from  that  day  to  the  last  in  the  month. 

In  our  own  country  only  those  who  are  wilfully  deaf  can  fail  to 
hear  the  calls  for  assistance  so  pitifully  and  constantly  being  sent  out 
in  behalf  of  disabled  veterans  of  the  World  War.  The  claims  of  these 
wounded  heroes  for  rehabilitation  must  not  be  ignored  or  forgotten. 

All  truly  loyal  Ebell  members  have  now,  by  prompt  and  generous 
support  of  the  Red  Cross,  a  concrete  and  definite  way  to  show  appre- 
ciation of  that  loyalty  in  others  which  meant  risking  life  and  health. 
The  Home  Service  Section  of  the  American  Red  Cross  is  the  agency  best 
fitted  to  care  for  returned  soldiers  and  their  dependent  families. 

In  Los  Angeles,  up  to  the  end  of  August,  1922,  the  Home  Service 
Section  had  listed  as  deserving  aid,  as  many  as  24,63  7  ex-service  men 
and  members  of  their  families.  In  August  alone  7 1  1  interviews  with 
ex-service  men  were  granted,  and  22  7  applications  for  assistance  passed 
upon  favorably.  In  the  same  month  loans  were  made  to  the  amount 
of  $6038.61,  and  $4166.07  of  former  loans  repaid.  The  total  loan 
account  of  the  Los  Angeles  Chapter,  American  Red  Cross  has  reached 
the  large  sum  of  $304,028.30  and  total  gifts  or  grants  to  disabled 
ex-service  men,  $101,845.38. 

Ebell  has  a  record  in  Red  Cross  work  and  in  aiding  the  (D.  V.  W. 
W.)  disabled  veterans  that  must  not  be  lowered.  Instead  it  is  hoped  by 
Mrs.  Van  Valkenburg,  Chairman  of  the  Roll  Call,  to  reach  100  per  cent. 
This  is  possible  only  if  every  member  of  Ebell  takes  out  her  Red  Cross 
membership   through   her   own  club. 

With  confidence  that  you  will  help  the  committee  to  attain  this 
result,  this  appeal  is  made  to  you.  For  club  and  country  rally  to  the 
standard.

WOMEN  COME  INTO  THEIR  OWN 

On  September  22nd,  President  Harding  signed  the  Cable  bill, 
conferring  independent  citizenship  rights  on  all  women  in  the  United 
States,  irrespective  of  the  nationality  or  status  of  their  husbands.  The 
progress  of  civilization  is  marked  by  the  changes  in  the  status  of  women. 
Step  by  step  she  has  advanced  until  today,  through  the  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  State  of  California,  she 
stands  as  the  political  equal  of  man.  Let  us  not  forget  that  with  this  equality 
comes  responsibilities  that  must  be  met. 


CLUB  HOME  OF  DISABLED  VETERANS  OF  THE  WORLD  WAR, 
POST  No.    1 

Last  year  Post  No.  1 ,  Disabled  Veterans  of  the  World  War,  pur- 
chased the  property  at  246  South  Hill  Street  as  a  headquarters  and 
clubhouse  for  its  members. 

To  the  stranded  veteran,  the  veteran  hunting  a  job,  the  sick  and  the 
discouraged,  this  home  has  been  a  veritable  oasis.  Many  of  the  boys 
live  in  rooms  and  have  no  place  to   go  for  recreation. 

The  clubroom  is  comfortably  furnished  with  easy  chairs,  lounges, 
writing  desks,  reading  matter,  and  pool  tables.  There  has  been  a 
noticeable  improvement  in  the  morale  of  the  boys  since  this  clubroom 
was  opened. 

Besides  the  clubroom,  the  building  contains  a  large  auditorium  and 
banquet  room,  and  there  are  about  20  beds,  where  the  boys  without 
lodgings  can  spend  the  night.      All  are  spotlessly  clean. 

The  purchase  of  the  property  at  246  South  Hill  Street  was  made 
possible  by  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  bricks  for  a  building  fund,  when 
about  $71,000  was  raised.  The  expenses  of  this  campaign  were  over 
$5000,  leaving  about  $64,000  toward  the  payment  of  the  property. 
There  is  still  $20,000  due,  and  about  $9000  due  on  the  furniture. 

There  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  help  the  veterans  pay  for  their 
headquarters  by  forming  an  auxiliary  among  the  clubwomen;  the  dues 
$2.00  per  year,  each  member  to  interest  as  many  associate  members  as 
possible,  who  will  pay  $5.00  or  more,  if  they  so  desire.  These  boys 
deserve  the  help  of  every  loyal  man,  woman  and  child.  They  are 
"our  boys." 

PRACTICAL  RELIEF 

The  Practical  Relief  Department  has  been  unusually  busy  since  the 
first  of  September  preparing  some  appropriate  clothing  for  four 
attractive  young  girls  attending  our  high  schools.  It  is  difficult  to 
determine  who  gets  the  most  pleasure  out  of  the  personal  contact  so 
established,  the  girl  or  the  members  of  the  Department. 

Ebell  women  have  been  so  generous  with  donations  of  good  and 
suitable  clothing  that  it  has  been  easy  enough  to  supply  the  material, 
but  it  has  been  difficult  to  find  enough  workers  to  make  the  necessary 
alterations.  However,  satisfactory  results  have  been  somehow  obtained; 
but  with  a  full  corps  of  workers  wonderful  things  could  be  accomplished 
by  the  Practical  Relief  Department.

PROGRAM    NOTES 

Miss  Bessie  Beatty,  journalist,  war  correspondent,  author  and  lec- 
turer, is  as  well  known  abroad  as  in  America.  Her  rare  gifts  of  mind, 
dauntless  courage,  and  initiative  have  paved  the  way  for  many  interest- 
ing experiences.  California  is  proud  of  this  one  of  her  many  brilliant 
daughters. 

Always  keenly  interested  in  the  betterment  of  social  conditions  for 
women  and  children,  Miss  Beatty's  extensive  travel  in  Eastern  and  South- 
eastern Europe  has  aroused  her  keenest  interest  in  the  women  of  these 
countries.  Her  last  two  trips  to  Europe  have  included  Turkey,  the 
heart  of  the  Near  East  tangle,  so  lately  engaging  the  attention  of  the 
world.  Miss  Beatty  is  qualified  to  give  us  an  authentic  message  con- 
cerning conditions  surrounding  the  women  of  these  lands. 

In  1915,  when  their  estates  in  Western  Russia  were  devastated  by 
the  Germans,  Baroness  Ottily  de  Ropp  and  her  husband  fled  to  America. 

Coming  from  a  family  always  prominent  in  the  Russian  govern- 
ment, the  Baroness  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  conditions  existing  prior 
to  the  Revolution.  Recently  her  son,  whom  for  five  years  she  supposed 
dead,  has  sent  her  first-hand  information  concerning  the  conditions  in 
Russia  under  the  Soviet  rule.  "I  do  want  this  country,  which  has 
become  very  dear  to  me,  to  realize  a  little  more  what  applied  Bolshevism, 
communism,   really  means,"  writes  Baroness  de  Ropp. 

Dr.  Frank  Nagel  has  lately  come  to  Los  Angeles  from  New  York 
City,  where  for  five  years  he  served  as  Dean  of  the  Aborn  Opera  School. 
He  is  a  finished  musician,  as  well  as  composer,  having  received  his 
training  in  Europe.  For  four  years  he  was  a  pupil  of  the  court  pianist 
of  Saxony.  Returning  to  this  country,  he  was  Dean  of  the  Highland 
Park  Musical  College  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  later  going  to  New  York. 

Conrad  Nagel,  Dr.  Nagel's  son,  is  the  well-known  film  star.  He  is 
possessed  of  a  very  fine  speaking  voice,  as  well  as  histrionic  ability.

LITERARY   INTERPRETATION 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  a  book,  recently  published,  on  the 
American  Language,  by  Henry  L.  Mencken.  Mr.  Mencken  is  known 
to  us  as  a  critic  and  essayist,  with  the  reputation  of  being  somewhat 
caustic  and  prejudiced.  However  that  may  be,  Mr.  Mencken's  book  is 
the  only  comprehensive  study  of  the  English  language  as  modified  by 
American  use.  The  book  is  most  voluminous.  Mr.  Mencken  spent  many 
years  in  collecting  his  material,  calling  to  his  aid  all  those  persons  who 
were  sufficiently  interested  in  the  subject  to  listen  to  his  requests.  We 
have    had    various    essays    on    specific    themes    relating    to    the    American 

Tongue we  are  accustomed  to  the  pen  of  Brander  Matthews,   who   has 

written  much  on  this  theme;  but  Mr.  Mencken  holds  the  palm  for  exten- 
sive and  painstaking  work. 

We  shall  have  this  book  reviewed  in  part  from  time  to  time  by 
members  of  the  Section.  I  merely  wish  now  to  mention  the  book, 
because  it  gives  evidence  of  the  fact  that  we  have  a  serious  task  ahead 
to  prevent  the  English  Tongue  from  losing  its  prestige  as  a  well  of 
English  undefiled.  I  think  Mr.  Mencken's  researches  have  given  offence 
to  many  Americans,  and,  to  say  the  truth,  I  do  not  defend  his  spirit  or 
his  findings;  but  I  do  feel  that  we  are  in  grave  danger  of  becoming  the 
ungrammatical  nation  that  he  says  we  are.  When  our  case  calls  for  a 
book  of  these  dimensions,  it  does  seem  as  if  we  should  be  looking  to  our 
laurels,  and  doing  our  part  as  individuals  in  counteracting  Mr.  Mencken's 
more  serious  charges.  F.   DE  LAGUNA.

SYMPHONY    CONCERT    FOR    OUR    PUBLIC    LIBRARY'S 
MUSIC     DEPARTMENT 

Some  time  ago  a  committee  from  the  Los  Angeles  Music  Teachers' 
Association,  with  Mrs.  Mabee  as  chairman,  called  on  Mr.  Everett  Perry, 
head  of  the  Public  Library,  to  ask  if  something  could  not  be  done  to 
secure  a  more  adequate  Music  Department  for  that  institution.

of  the  Wa  Wan  Club;  Mrs.  A.  B.  Cooke,  Curator  Ebell's  Music  Depart- 
ment; Mrs.  Verna  Blythe,  head  Los  Angeles  High  School  Music  Depart- 
ment; Mr.  Bruno  David  Ussher,  Music  Editor  Pacific  Coast  Musician  and 
Los  Angeles  Evening  Express. 

This  committee  approached  Mr.  W.  A.  Clark,  Jr.,  and  he  gen- 
erously consented  to  give  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  for  a  Sunday 
afternoon  concert  on  December  10th  for  this  purpose.  The  committee 
then  approached  Miss  Olga  Steeb,  and  she  has  graciously  consented  to 
give  her  services  as  soloist. 

Tickets  will  be  on  sale  in  due  time,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  every 
member  of  Ebell  will  buy  one  or  more.  This  is  a  civic  movement  that 
should   have   our   strongest   co-operation.

G.    F.    W.    C.    CLUB    HOME    IN    WASHINGTON 

The  thousands  of  club  women  throughout  the  land  who  have  sub- 
scribed for  the  new  national  club  house  of  the  General  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  in  Washington,  D.  C,  will  be  glad  to  hear  of  Mrs. 
Thomas  Winter's  visit  there  recently. 

It  is  the  first  time  since  she  raised  $100,000  for  the  house  at  the 
club  biennial  convention  in  Chautauqua  last  spring  that  the  president 
of  the  Federation  has  been  in  Washington. 

She  found  the  demand  for  rooms  for  visiting  club  women  so  press- 
ing that  even  the  attic  is  being  converted  into  transient  bedrooms.  As 
that  is  the  fifth  floor,  an  elevator  is  being  put  in.  The  garage  in  the 
back,  which  belongs  to  the  residence,  has  been  transformed  into  an 
attractive  tea  house,  where  Mrs.  Winter  has  been  quietly  entertaining  at 
luncheon  and   dinner. 

According  to  this  energetic  president,  already  the  house  does  not 
seem  big  enough  for  the  country-wide  administrative  and  social  needs 
of  the  federated  clubs  in  Washington.  So  it  will  not  be  surprising  if  a 
larger  building,  probably  one  built  to  order,  will  be  reouired  for  national 
h^adouarters  of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  here  in 
Washington  in  the  near  future. 


EDUCATION    WEEK 

The  third  national  observance  of  Education  Week  is  set  for  Decem- 
ber 3rd  to  9th,  inclusive.  The  purpose  of  this  week  is  to  center  attention 
upon  the  needs  of  the  schools,  emphasizing  Americanization,  better 
equipped  teachers,  more  adequately  equipped  buildings  (over  two-thirds 
of  the  school  houses  in  the  United  States  are  still  one-room  schools), 
the  eradication  of  illiteracy,  improvement  of  rural  schools,  and  physical 
education  and  hygiene. 

To  bring  these  phases  of  education  prominently  before  the  public 
during  the  observance  of  American  Education  Week,  certain  days  have 
been  designated  for  calling  attention  to  some  of  these  outstanding  needs. 
Sunday,  December  3rd,  is  to  be  observed  as  God  and  Country  Day; 
Monday,  Citizenship  Day;  Tuesday,  Patriotism  Day;  Wednesday,  School 
and  Teacher's  Day;  Thursday,  Illiteracy  Day;  Friday,  Equality  of  Oppor- 
tunity Day;  and  Saturday,  Physical  Education  Day. 

Education  Week  is  sponsored  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Edu- 
cation, the  American  Legion,  the  National  Education  Association,  as 
well  as  by  President  Harding  and  many  prominent  national  organizations. 


FREDERICK   WARDE 

Frederick  Warde,  the  veteran  Shakespearean  actor  and  interpreter 
of  Fr.  Junipero  Serra  in  the  "Mission  Play"  at  San  Gabriel  for  several 
seasons  past,  after  a  residence  of  55  years  in  the  United  States  has 
become  a  citizen  of  this  country.  At  71  years  of  age  the  distinguished 
Englishman  has  been  admitted  to  full  citizenship  the  early  part  of  this 
month,  in  New  York  State.  He  is  enjoying  a  well-deserved  rest  at  his 
country  place  in  Long  Island,  and  will  probably  soon  begin  his  annual 
lecture  tour  westward  that  always  has  terminated  in  his  engagement 
here  in  the   "Mission  Play."

SAVE    THE    REDWOODS    LEAGUE 

"The  redwood  is  no  cringer  for  favor.  It  makes  no  truckling  plea. 
Still  erect  with  head  still  in  the  stars,  it  is  silent,  save  for  its  whisperings 
under  kindly  summer  breezes  and  its  soughings  under  the  stress  of 
winter   storms.       If   it   is   to    be    saved    it    will    not   be    in    servility   but    in 

dignity    and    nobility." (J.    D.    Grant,    Chairman,    Board    of    Directors, 

Save   the  Redwoods   League.) 

The  report  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Save  the  Redwoods  League 
shows  encouraging  progress  in  the  work  of  protecting  California's 
Sequoia  Gigantea. 

The  League  has  reason  to  congratulate  itself  on  the  success  of  its 
efforts    in    the   past   years. 

An  outline  was  given  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  League  during 
the  year,  foremost  among  which  was  the  establishment  of  the  first  unit 
of  the  Humboldt  State  Redwood  Park,  extending  along  the  California 
State  Highway  between  Miranda  (231  miles  north  of  San  Francisco) 
and  Dyerville  Flat,  Humboldt  County.  The  park  is  a  strip  of  timber- 
land  on  the  highway  side  of  the  south  fork  of  the  Eel  River,  about  12 
miles  long  and  varying  in  width  from  one-eighth  to  one-half  a  mile, 
containing  approximately  2,000  acres.  All  the  land  necessary  to  this 
park,  except  two  small  tracts,  has  already  been  acquired  by  the  Save 
the  Redwoods  League  and  the  State  Forestry  Board.  The  State  Forestry 
Board  has  in  hand  sufficient  money  to  purchase  these  two  tracts.  From 
the  appropriation  the  Board  has  acquired  also  the  DeVoy  Flat,  Humboldt 
County,  just  over  the  line  between  Mendocino  and  Humboldt  Counties, 
about  210  miles  north  of  San  Francisco.  In  addition,  the  Phillipsville 
Grove,  22  7  miles  north  of  San  Francisco,  has  been  deeded  to  the  State 
by  the  Save  the  Redwoods  League. 

One  other  small  tract  of  redwoods  on  the  highway  one  mile  north 
of  Phillipsville,  which  should  be  saved,  will  probably  be  purchased  by 
the  Save  the  Redwoods  League  from  part  of  a  fund  donated.  Thus, 
practically  all  of  the  main  redwood  groves  on  the  State  Highway  south 
of  Dyerville  Flat,  with  the  exception  of  Lane's  Redwood  Flat  in  Mendo- 
cino County  (196  miles  north  of  San  Francisco),  are  assured  of  preserva- 
tion.     Lane's  Redwood  Flat  is  a  resort  and  is  in  no  danger  of  being  cut. 

In  addition,  the  Hammond  Lumber  Company,  Standish  and  Hickey, 
and  the  Big  Lagoon  Lumber  Company  have  each  made  gifts  of  timber 
along  the  highway,  and  $2,500  was  expended  from  the  funds  of  the 
League  for  the  purchase  of  40  acres  adjoining  the  Boiling  Memorial 
Grove.  This  would  bring  the  total  value  of  timber  recently  saved  above 
$500,000. 


The  lumber  companies  of  the  State  have  been  unanimous  in  their 
desire  to  co-operate  with  the  League  in  preserving  representative  areas 
of  the  finest  redwoods.  Three  of  these  concerns  have  already  made 
gifts  of  redwood  timber.  The  League  has  been  unusually  successful  in 
accomplishing  its  ends  through  winning  the  confidence  and  co-operation 
of  all  parties.  The  Save  the  Redwoods  League  has  been  held  up  as  an 
example  to  many  other  conservation  societies  in  that  it  has  been  able 
to  win  the  co-operation  of  the  parties  whose  interests  are  vitally  con- 
cerned in  the  movement. 

The  State  Forestry  Board  and  the  State  Highway  Commission  have 
both  co-operated  to  the  fullest  extent  with  the  League  in  the  preserva- 
tion of  redwood  timber  along  the  State  Highway  in  California.  The 
State  Forestry  Board  has  been  empowered  to  conduct  the  administration 
of  the  new  Redwood  Park  and  has  frequently  met  with  representatives 
of  the  League  in  order  to  discuss  questions  of  policy.  It  has  followed 
suggestions  made  by  the  League  on  the  subject  of  regulation  of  camping 
in  the  redwood  groves,  and  a  satisfactory  policy  of  policing  the  groves 
and  protecting  them  from  devastation  by  campers  is  being  worked  out. 
The  State  Highway  Commission  has  shown  itself  willing  to  help  in  the 
acquisition  of  redwood  timber  on  highway  rights-of-way  through  refusing 
tc  let  contracts  for  construction  of  new  highway  until  the  timber  on 
rights-of-way  has  been  acquired  by  counties  concerned.  It  was  through 
this  means  that  a  strip  of  redwood  timber  on  the  highway  rights-of- 
way,  north  of  Eureka  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Big  Lagoon,  was  secured 
from  the  Lagoon  Lumber  Company.  A  conference  of  Commission 
members,  Supervisors  of  Humboldt  County  and  representatives  of  the 
Save  the  Redwoods  League  is  to  be  held  this  summer  in  the  North  in 
order  to  outline  further  the  policies  that  should  be  pursued  in  preserving 
timber  along  the  highway  north  of  Eureka. 

Splendid  progress  in  the  reforestation  of  cut-over  lands  has  been 
made  by  the  lumber  companies,  and  the  proposal  of  reforestation  is 
practically  unanimously  recognized  by  the  redwood  operators  of  Men- 
docino, Humboldt  and  Del  Norte  Counties. 

Now  that  a  State  appropriation  and  private  gifts  have  provided  the 
nucleus  for  a  larger  area  to  be  preserved,  the  time  has  come  for  an 
expansion  of  the  program  of  the  Save  the  Redwoods  League.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  the  next  step  be  a  careful  survey  from  the  stand 
point  of  the  landscape  architect  and  the  expert  on  educational  activities 
as  well  as  from  the  standpoint  of  the  scientist  and  the  forester,  to  deter- 
mine  how  the   area   already   saved   can  be   most  effectively   administered 


for  the  benefit  of  all  the  people  and  for  future  generations,  and  also  to 
recommend  the  specific  areas  which  the  League  should  aim  to  acquire 
and  preserve  in  the  future.  This  applies  not  only  as  regards  the  State 
Redwood  Park,  but  also  as  regards  the  proposed  National  Redwood  Parjc. 

One  of  the  great  needs  of  the  League  and  of  the  State  at  the  present 
time  is  the  securing  of  a  man  of  the  highest  type  to  direct  the  clearing-up 
process,  replanting,  selection  and  organization  of  new  properties,  and 
the  general  planning  of  the  park  program  of  the  League  and  of  the 
State  from  both  the  aesthetic  and  business  sides.  It  would  be  a  problem 
of  great  interest  to  a  man  of  ability  to  take  up  this  program  in  con- 
junction with  the  League  and  the  State  of  California,  and  attempt  to 
carry  out  the  general  plans  of  the  League  in  such  a  way  as  to  produce 
an  ultimate  effect  representing  the  highest  art  and  the  most  business- 
like organization.  It  is  exceedingly  desirable  for  someone  who  knows 
the  problems  of  the  redwood  region,  and  the  principles  of  convenient 
and  artistic  park  organization,  to  take  up  at  once  the  question  of 
replanting  and  the  differentiation  between  areas  which  would  be  used 
entirely  for  exhibition  purposes  and  those  which  would  be  open  to 
campers. 

It  has  been  suggested  that,  as  a  part  of  the  program  in  advancing 
the  clearing-up  process  in  the  redwood  region,  an  attempt  be  made  by 
the  League  to  turn  over  to  the  State  the  groves  which  it  secures  in  as 
nearly  perfect  condition  as  possible,  believing  that  the  donors  would 
be  more  than  pleased  in  many  cases  to  add  to  the  purchase  prices  of  the 
groves  the  amount  necessary  to  put  them  in  good  condition,  both  as  to 
clearing-up  and  as  to  planting,  before  they  are  turned  over  to  the  State. 
It  would  be  the  natural  expectation  that  the  standard  set  by  such 
effort  would  be  maintained  in  the  future  by  the  State.  Such  a  plan 
would  also  relieve  the  State  of  a  considerable  burden  and  make  it  easier 
for  the  State  authorities  to  take  up  the  problem  of  policing  the  areas 
which  have  already  been  put  in  first-class  condition. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  total  membership  of  the  League 
amounted  to  4,411. 

The  Save  the  Redwoods  League  has  done  an  excellent  work,  not 
alone  in  the  purchase  of  redwood  areas  and  in  the  development  of  the 
park  project  in  Northern  California,  but  in  furnishing  evidence  that  an 
organization  of  this  character  can  secure  the  widest  co-operation  of  the 
agencies  of  the  State  and  Nation,  including  both  the  nature  lovers  and 
the  men  of  business  concerned  with  lumber  operations.

Miss  Struble  has  just  completed  a  two  years'  tour  of  Australia  and 
New  Zealand,  where  she  appeared  with  the  English  prima  donna,  Carrie 
Lanceley. 

Mrs.  Ralph  Waldo  Trine,  poet,  reader,  director  of  plays  and 
pageants,  has  recently  compiled  a  book  of  poems,  "Dream  Voices," 
the  theme  of  which  centers  about  the  relationship  of  mother  and  child. 

Mrs.    Trine   is   admirably   fitted   for   dramatic   interpretation. 

Carl  Gantvoort  was  a  member  of  the  cast  of  Henry  Savage's  first 
production  of  "Madame  Butterfly;"  he  created  the  Sheriff's  part  in  Mr. 
Savage's  English  production  of  Puccinni's  "Girl  of  the  Golden  West." 
Last  summer,  when  he  appeared  with  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  under 
the  leadership  of  Alfred  Hertz,  at  the  Hollywood  Bowl,  his  rendition  of 
"The   Evening   Star"    received   an   ovation.

PROGRAM    NOTES 

Margaret  Messer  Morris  is  closely  identified  with  the  musical  in- 
terests of  Los  Angeles.  She  is  best  known  through  her  co-artistry  with 
Charles  Wakefield  Cadman.  Miss  Morris  was  soloist  with  the  Philhar- 
monic Orchestra  at  the  Hollywood  Bowl  last  summer. 

William  Pilcher  is  tenor  soloist  and  director  of  the  First  Christian 
Church  of  Hollywood.  He  is  also  director  of  the  Hollywood  and  Ver- 
mont  Community   Chorus. 

James  Anderson  is   soloist   of  Highland  Park  Presbyterian   Church. 

Sol  Cohen,  composer  and  violinist,  is  well  known  throughout  the 
southwest  and  east  as  a  brilliant  violinist. 

Marguerite  Bitter,  a  pupil  of  Brahm  van  Denberg,  has  appeared  as 
accompanist  on  many  programs   this  year. 

Sir  Paul  Dukes,  son  of  a  distinguished  English  family,  spent  most 
of  his  early  life  in  Russia,  learning  to  speak  and  write  the  Russian  lan- 
guage fluently,  as  well  as  gaining  an  intimate  knowledge  of  all  phases 
of  Russian  life.  He  is  an  authority  on  Russian  music,  having  received 
an  intensive  training  at  the  Petrograd  Conservatory  and  later  became 
assistant  director  of  the  Imperial  Opera.  The  war  put  an  end  to  his 
musical  work.  He  entered  the  British  Secret  Service  and  earned  many 
commendations  for  his  service.  Sir  Paul  Dukes  is  recognized  as  one 
of  the  greatest  living  authorities  on  Russia  and  conditions  before  and 
under  Soviet  rule.  His  intimate  knowledge  of  Russian  life;  his  keen 
powers  of  observation;  the  forcefulness  and  charm  of  his  personality 
have   given  his  lectures  world-wide  fame. 

Dallas  Lore  Sharp,  well  known  to  Atlantic  Monthly  readers,  has 
held  the  professorship  of  English  in  Boston  University  since  1908;  he  is 
best  known  as  a  naturalist,  but  he  ranks  also  among  the  foremost 
essayists  of  the  day.  John  Burroughs  says  of  him:  "If  any  person  has 
a  spark  of  the  love  of  nature  in  his  soul,  the  reading  of  Dallas  Lore 
Sharp's  books  will  fan  it  into  a  flame.  They  are  a  breeze  from  the 
woods  and  hills.  I  sat  down  in  rather  a  weary  state  of  mind  to  read 
one  chapter  in  'Winter'  and  before  I  knew  it  I  had  read  three  and  was 
almost  as  refreshed  by  the  experience  as  if  I  had  taken  a  walk  in  the 
winter    woods." 


Shaw  Desmond,  distinguished  journalist  and  publicist,  is  widely 
known  throughout  England  and  the  continent,  as  well  as  in  America  as 
an  active  leader  in  English  political  life.  A  profound  student  of  social 
questions,  as  well  as  a  creative  author,  he  gives  a  brilliant  analysis  of 
the  problems  the  restless  world  of  today  is  eagerly  trying  to  solve. 
Shaw  Desmond  is  an  Irishman,  gifted  with  the  kindling  wit  and  imagina- 
tion of  his  race,  but  neither  his  sympathies  nor  his  experience  are 
limited  to  Ireland;  he  meets  the  questions  of  the  day  not  as  a  theorist 
but  as  a   man   of  affairs.

The  California  Art  Club  was  the  pioneer  art  movement  in  Los 
Angeles.  It  was  organized  by  Wm.  Wendt,  about  fourteen  years  ago.

TO  EBELL  MEMBERS 

Dear    Friends: 

Two  years  ago,  on  November  seventh,  nineteen  hundred  twenty- 
one,  after  frequent  notification  that  action  was  to  be  taken  on  a  certain 
date,  the  members  of  this  Club  at  a  Monday  business  meeting,  voted 
their  approval  of  a  plan  to  buy  a  lot  in  the  West  or  Northwest  section 
of  the  city  as  a  permanent  site  for  a  new  Club  House.

However,  the  final  result  leads  us  to  believe  that  the  delay  has  not 
been  a  disadvantage  to  the  Club,  in  as  much  as  we  are  now  able  to 
announce  the  purchase  of  a  site  that  appears  to  combine  nearly  all  of 
the   desirable   features. 

In  the  past  week,  it  was  necessary  to  take  quick  action  and  we 
have  now  completed  a  transaction  whereby  The  Ebell  of  Los  Angeles 
comes  into  ownership  of  one  of  the  most  beautiful  pieces  of  property  in 
the  city.  This  ground  is  situated  at  the  Southeast  corner  of  Wilshire 
Boulevard  and  Shatto  Place  and  has  a  frontage  of  152 J/2  feet  on  Wil- 
shire, with  208  feet  on  Shatto  Place. 

It  is  one  block  east  of  Vermont  Avenue  and  is  in  easy  walking 
distance  of  five  car  lines.  When  this  fact  is  noted  in  connection  with 
its  location  on  Wilshire  Boulevard  which  is  now  the  main  automobile 
artery  of  the  city  with  a  prospect  of  becoming  one  of  the  most  brilliant 
and  beautiful  boulevards  in  the  world,  the  Committee  feels  that  it  has 
done   what   it   could   to   meet   the   varied    demands   of   our   Club    members. 

Nevertheless,  we  wish  to  state,  in  the  event  there  are  objections  to 
this  location  and  the  objections  are  serious,  that  this  property  is  so 
much  in  demand  and  is  so  adaptable  to  up-to-date  requirements,  it  can 
readily  be  sold  at  any  time,  and  will  be  sold  if  such  is  the  decision  of  a 
majority   of   our   members. 

The  Committee  is  actuated  solely  by  a  desire  for  the  future  advan- 
tage of  the  Club  and  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  of  our 
members.

PROGRAM  NOTES 

Charles  Upson  Clark,  for  fifteen  years  a  member  of  the  Yale 
Faculty  and  Director  of  the  School  of  Classical  Studies  in  Rome  (1916- 
1919),  for  three  years,  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  situation  in 
Europe.  He  speaks  the  chief  European  languages  fluently,  having 
studied  as  a  young  man  at  Munich,  Paris,  Grenoble  and  Rome.  During 
his  sojourn  in  Rome  he  traveled  repeatedly  over  the  Italian  front,  and 
upon  the  entry  of  the  United  States  in  the  war,  he  volunteered  his 
services  to  the  Italian  Government  as  a  lecturer  to  put  before  American 
audiences  the  struggle  Italian  forces  were  making  against  Austrian  in- 
vasion. Dr.  Clark's  sojourn  in  Italy  brought  him  in  close  personal  touch 
with  those  high  in  official  positions  and  he  is  thoroughly  cognizant  of 
conditions  throughout  Continental  Europe. 

Dhan  Gopal  Mukerji,  Hindu  poet,  philosopher  and  author,  was  edu- 
cated at  the  University  of  Calcutta,  India;  Tokio,  Japan;  and  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Leland  Stanford  University.  He  has  a  brilliant  cosmopolitan  mind 
and  has  a  keen  sympathetic  understanding  of  American  life,  combined 
with  the  mysticism  and  poetry  of  the  Orient.  His  mind  is  steeped  in  the 
beautiful  literature  of  the  world,  and  with  this  wonderful  background 
he  has  a  perfect  command  of  English;  a  direct,  sincere  manner  and  a 
natural  gift  of  oratory.  "Young,  resolute,  brave,  the  age-old  India  is 
on  the  march  again.  Every  form  of  life,  social  and  political,  is  being 
affected.      There  is  no  more  rest  in  the  formerly  restful  Hindustan." 

Laura  Reed  Yaggy  is  a  pupil  of  Auer.  She  has  appeared  as  soloist 
with  the  Minneapolis  Symphony,  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Symphony, 
and  the  Kansas  City  Symphony  Orchestras.  "Her  tones  are  pure  and 
full;  her  playing  appeals  to  the  eye  of  the  painter  as  well  as  to  the  ear 
of  the  musician,"  says  a  Kansas  City  critic. 

Alice  Forsyth  Mosher,  who  has  lately  joined  the  Los  Angeles 
music  colony,  is  from  Denver,  where  she  was  very  popular.  The  press 
notices  of  her  home  city  are  most  flattering.  In  1916  Mrs.  Mosher  won 
the  Columbian  Phonograph  prize  as  the  best  lyric  soprano  in  Colorado, 
being  chosen  from  over  three  hundred  contestants.  Mrs.  Mosher  has 
appeared  as  one  of  the  Philharmonic  artists  this  season  in  Los  Angeles 
and  was  received  with  enthusiasm.  Her  voice  is  clear-toned  and  critics 
hail  her  as  one  of  the  really  good  singers  who  have  appeared  with  the 
Orchestra. 

'  Mrs.  Guy  Bush  is  one  of  Ebell's  own  gifted  members  and  is  too  well 

known  in  musical  circles  to  need  any  introduction. 


As  one  of  America's  distinguished  dramatists,  Louis  Anspacher  has 
had  contact  with  the  practical  theatre  of  today.  He  is  a  scholar, 
familiar  with  the  long  tradition  of  great  dramatic  literature  and  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  Drama  League,  As  an  actor,  and  later  as  the 
husband  of  Katherine  Kidder,  the  well-known  actress,  he  knows  the 
theatre  from  behind  the  scenes  as  well  from  the  dramatist's  viewpoint. 
Mr.  Anspacher  believes  the  drama  of  any  period,  registers  the  social 
and  ethical  aspirations  of  that  period,  as  its  most  monumental  expres- 
sion. He  has  been  the  inspiration  of  many  of  the  Little  Theatre  move- 
ments   throughout   the    country.

In  addition  to  his  lecture  on  March  12th,  the  Scholarship  Committee 
has  engaged  Mr.  Dhan  Gopal  Mukerji  to  give  two  lectures  in  the  club 
auditorium  on  Friday,  March  16th,  and  Tuesday,  March  20th,  at  2:30. 
The  proceeds  of  these  lectures  will  be  given  to  the  Scholarship  Fund  of 
which  Mrs.  Flint  spoke  at  the  annual  Business  Meeting  in  January.  The 
Committee  feels  that  it  is  offering  to  Ebell  members  and  their  friends 
a  rare  treat.  First,  the  opportunity  to  hear  a  further  message  from  Mr. 
Mukerji,  and  in  the  second  place,  to  contribute  to  a  fund  which  is  help- 
ing so  many  splendid  girls  to  gain  more  of  H.  G.  Wells'  panacea  for  all 
the  ills  of  this  world. 

In  Chicago,  Mr.  Mukerji  spoke  under  the  auspices  of  the  Girl

worth  of  tickets  were  sold  in  one  case  and  $1 ,800.00  in  the  other.  Can 
we  not  do  as  well?

He 
has  been  connected  with  the  London  theatres  for  many  years,  having 
played  many  well  known  parts  and  is  said  to  read  Dickens  with  unusual 
understanding.

Edna  Gunnar  Peterson  has  had  unprecedented  success  as  a  pianist 
in  many  of  the  large  Eastern  cities  as  well  as  in  Berlin.  She  has  ap- 
peared in  concert  work  with  the  Minneapolis  Symphony  Orchestra,  with 
Alice  Nielsen,  and  with  Tetrazzini  in  the  Boston  Opera  Orchestra. 

William  Arms  Fisher,  noted  composer  of  Boston  called  Miss  Peter- 
son "The  unforgettable  bird  who  sings  on  the  piano." 

Mile.  Dyna  Clerbois,  the  young  Belgian  vocalist,  is  a  graduate  of 
the  Brussels  Royal  Conservatory,  and  has  gained  fame  on  the  Pacific 
coast  because  of  the  full  rich  beauty  of  her  voice  and  her  charming  per- 
sonality. 

Sol  Cohen  needs  no  introduction  to  Ebell  audiences;  he  won  a 
place  for  himself  long  ago  and  each  succeeding  program  finds  Mr.  Cohen 
more  firmly  intrenched  in  our  affections. 

Mr.  Homer  Simmons,  one  of  the  best  accompanists  in  Southern 
California,  studied  for  five  years  with  Homer  Grunn,  and  has  an  exten- 
sive repertoire  as  Concert  Pianist,  also  is  known  as  a  composer  of  pro- 
nounced modern  tendencies.

Our  Mrs.  C.  Q.  Stanton  who  is  abroad  with  Mrs.  Cecilia  White's 
party,  writes  from  Palermo:  "After  the  oriental  countries  it  seems  al- 
most home  to  be  in  Italy,  so  familiar  is  its  art  and  its  fair  skinned  people. 

"We  had  a  most  delightful  trip  up  the  Nile,  but  I  regret  to  say  that 
Ave  did  not  see  the  newly  discovered  tomb  of  Tutankhamen.  It  is  indesd 
a  remarkable  find;  I  feel  that  fate  was  unkind  in  leading  the  American 
arch'eologists  right  up  to  it,  where  they  abandoned  work  feeling  that 
nothing  promised.      The  English  under  Lord  Carnavon  took  up  the  work 

and electrified    the    world.       An    interesting    thing    about    it    is    that    the 

entrance  corridor  passes  under  in  the  solid  rock,  making  another  great 
tomb.  From  the  colossal  expression  of  Egypt's  art  to  the  beautiful  art 
of  Greece  is  a  great  step;  it  leads  to  a  feeling  of  exaltation  and  repose, 
rather  than  the  thrill  which  comes  from  wonder  and  mystery. 

Greece,  especially  the  southern  part,  is  full  of  refugees  from 
Smyrna  and  other  places;  about  a  million  people  are  scattered  there,  and 
many  thousands  live  almost  entirely  off  the  hand  of  Greece — a  great 
burden,  since  Greece  herself  is  almost  bankrupt;  however,  they  are  very 
hopeful  of  a  loan  from  the  United  States,  which  will  be  largely  spent 
in  draining  marsh  lands,  where  these  refugees  will  be  settled  as  agri- 
culturists; in  this  way  the  mass  of  refugees  will  become  a  permanent 
population  and  of  real  benefit  to  their  adopted  country.  As  conditions 
now  are  their  money  is  sent  out  of  the  country  to  buy  grain.  Every- 
where they  speak  with  much  praise  of  the  generosity  of  Americans  and 
of  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross,  which  has  saved  the  lives  of  so  many 
thousands. 

"Many  palaces  long  gathering  dust  and  used  only  occasionally  by 
royalty  are  being  used  to  house  the  orphan  girls  and  boys,  where  they 
are  given  schooling  as  well  as  being  taught  many  trades.  The  beautiful 
Achilliom  at  Corfu,  once  the  property  of  Elizabeth  of  Austria  and  later 
the  summer  home  cf  the  Kaiser  is  used  in  this  way." 


ANDERSON  MEMORIAL  HOME 

Plans  have  been  completed  and  actual  construction  started  on  the 
Anderson  Memorial  Home,  located  at  Ninth  and  Mesa  Streets,  San 
Pedro.  This  building  is  being  erected  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  N.  O.  Anderson 
of  San  Pedro  in  memory  of  their  two  sons,  Newell  and  Horace  Ander- 
son, who  died  while  in  a  war  training  camp  at  a  local  university.  The 
building  will  be  of  Italian  Renaissance  design.  The  basement  will  be 
reserved  for  the  Boy  Scouts  Headquarters,  the  Anderson  boys,  both 
being  active  in  Scoutwork.  The  first  floor  will  be  devoted  to  the  admin- 
istration offices,  and  a  spacious  lobby  with  a  large  fireplace.  On  this 
floor  will  also  be  located  dressing  rooms  and  showers  for  boys  and  girls, 
the  plunge,  and  living  quarters  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Anderson. 

The  plunge  is  the  main  feature  of  the  building  and  will  be  one  of 
the  largest  and  best  equipped  in  the  United  States.  It  is  120  feet  long 
and  thirty  feet  wide  with  a  -145,000  gallon  capacity,  ample  runways  are 
to  be  provided  around  the  entire  plunge  with  a  spectator's  gallery  at 
the  end.  The  sterilizing,  filtering  and  heating  systems  will  be  the  best 
known  to  science,  guaranteed  to  give  absolutely  pure  and  crystal  clear 
water  at  all  times,  with  an  automatic  regulating  device  to  keep  the  water 
at  an  even  temperature. 

The  heating,  sterilizing  and  filtering  systems  have  a  capacity  of 
350000  gallons  per  day,  giving  a  complete  change  of  water  at  least  twice 
a  day. 

On  the  second  floor  the  billiard  room,  reading  rooms,  writing 
rooms  and  private  parlors  as  well  as  a  number  of  guest  rooms  are  to  be 
located. 

The  gymnasium  is  located  on  the  third  floor,  and  is  50  by  70  feet 
and  25  feet  in  height,  with  a  spacious  gallery. 

The  public  will  be  able  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  this  wonderful 
institution  through  the  efforts  and  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Anderson 
who   have   personally   pledged   themselves   to    finance   the   entire  project. 

Located  in  the  harbor  city,  where  so  many  sailor  boys  are  con- 
stantly arriving,  this  wonderful  Memorial  Home  is  a  practical  demon- 
stration in  social  service  that  will  bring  joy  to  many  a  lonely  boy  and 
girl. 

Mrs.  N.  O.  Anderson  is  one  of  Ebell's  most  loyal  and  faithful  mem- 
bers. She  was  Curator  of  the  English  department  several  years  ago, 
as  well  as  being  active  in  the  Shakespeare,  Emerson  and  Browning 
departments.

These  representative  citizens  are  not  seeking  office  but  are  willing 
to  do  what  they  were  asked  to  do  if  elected  by  the  people  in  a  spirit  of 
civic  pride  and  for  the  good  of  the  community.  Since  their  appointment 
by  the  organizations  they  represent,  they  have  met  regularly  and  made  a 
study  of  our  own  city  charter  as  well  as  the  charters  of  other  large 
cities;  they  have  been  addressed  by  different  people  familiar  with  the 
subject  and  the  scope  of  such  an  undertaking,  in  order-  that  if  they 
were  elected  they  would  be  familiar  with  the  work  before  them;  they 
have  withheld  all  expression  of  opinion  on  the  subject  either  as  indi- 
viduals or  collectively.  They  are  a  group  of  unbiased  public  spirited 
citizens  working  for  the  good  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  and  as  such 
deserve  the  vote  and  support  of  every  loyal,  fair-minded  man  and 
woman. 


WHY  ANOTHER  BOND  ISSUE  IS  NEEDED  TO  COMPLETE 
LIBRARY  PROPERTY 

Two  years  ago  the  City  Council  placed  on  the  ballot  a  bond  issue 
of  two  and  a  half  million  dollars  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  central  library 
building,   branch  library  buildings  and  sites. 

At  an  expenditure  of  $446,725  the  Library  Board  has  established 
thirteen  branches;  some  where  there  were  none  before,  and  also  re- 
placed inadequate  buildings  with  new  and  modern  ones,  as  well  as  saving 
more  than  $5,000  in  annual  rentals. 

A  site  has  been  secured  for  the  Main  Library  for  $100,000,  through 
the  Council  allowing  the  purchase  of  Normal  Hill,  a  site  estimated  to  be 
worth  a  million  dollars.  This  site  promises  to  be  a  happy  choice;  it  is 
nearly  central  and  has  a  commanding  location.  It  provides  three  en- 
trances, from  the  north,  the  east  and  the  south. 

The  Library  Board  believes  it  is  essential  to  control  the  western 
approach  as  well,  thus  achieving  an  entrance  to  the  building  and  grounds 
from  every  direction  and  insuring  light,  air  and  sunshine,  California's 
most  precious  natural  assets. 

This  can  be  done  by  purchasing  one  row  of  lots  facing  on  Flower 
Street,  directly  adjoining  the  Library  property  in  the  rear.  Steps  have 
been  taken  to  condemn  this  property,  300  feet  in  width  by  150  feet 
in  depth;  to  pay  whatever  the  Court  decides  is  a  fair  and  just  price  for 
this  land,  a  bond  issue  of  $500,000  is  asked  for  in  the  coming  election 
on  June  5th.  This  sum  will  cover  the  cost  of  these  lots,  and  perhaps  also 
secure  new  furniture  for  the  new  building. 

Los  Angeles  has  waited  and  talked  for  many  years  about  a  Library; 
now  that  such  a  building  is  in  process  of  construction,  let  us  insure  a 
stately  and  spacious  approach  from  the  west  before  land  values  assume 
prohibitive   proportions    by    immediate    action. 


AMENDMENT  TO  THE  BY-LAWS 

The  following  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  will  be  presented  for 
adoption  on  June  5th:  Article  VI.  to  be  amended  by  inserting  a  new 
section  to  be  known  as  Section  9,  as  follows: 

Sect.  9.  All  endowments,  annuities,  devises,  bequests,  memorials, 
gifts  and  contributions,  given  for  the  establishment  of  a  Scholarship 
Endowment  Fund  shall  be  under  the  control  and  management  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  The  Ebell  of  Los  Angeles  and  the  Scholarship 
Committee.  Such  funds  shall  be  invested  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  the  income  received  therefrom,  together  with 
such  annual  contributions  as  may  be  received  from  the)  treasury  of 
Ebell,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  the  yearly  scholarships.
